••We have the honor to submit here- 
inth to the consideration of our three 
governm ents the enclosed draft of a 
modified and amended version of the 
get of Berlin. In preparing these modi­ 
fications and amendments our method 
bad been to consider first w hat are the 
evils which caused the recent troubles 
in Samoa, aud the general conditions of 
the islands, and, secondly, which are 
the measures most likely to remove or 
minimize those evils. 
"The chief evils may be, in our opin­ 
ion, grouped under four heads: 
■ First—Those which appear to inevitably at 
tend the election of a king in Sam oa and his 
iubsequent efforts to exert his authority. 
“Second—Those w hich are due to the rivalry 
of foreign nationalities betw een them selve- 
and to their disposition to take sides in th** 
native politics auu thus increase the im port 
once and bitterness of the disputes w hich 
arise. 
Third A third class of evils have th e ir 
origin in tne fact that for m any years thor. 
has beeu no law or governm ent in Sam ta 
other than native custom outside the lim it' 
of the m unicipality. 
M urder and other s e n 
ohs crimes have rem ained u n punish ed w hen 
com m itted by persons of rank, and the sn 
prelim court aud th e nom inal governm ent at 
Jluitnuu have been equally pow erless to ex 
ort any force. 
•‘Fourth—The insufficient enforcem ent of 
the customs reg u latio n s has allow ed u n sc ru 
pubius trailers to d istrib u te large num bers ol 
arni'among a native population rent by po 
lineal factions and read y to fight both one an 
oiht-r and E uropeans, 
"To meet the first of these evils, we 
have temporarily abolished the kingship 
and recommend that it be permanently 
abolish cd. The action which we liav* 
taken in the m atter does not appeal* ti 
have aroused any hostile feeling among 
the natives. 
“In the place of the kingship, we 
propose to create a system of native 
government analogous to that which 
wor ks successfully in Fiji. 
The islands 
will he divided into certain adminis­ 
trative districts (corresponding as nearly 
as possible with those recognized by 
Samoan u>agei, for each of which a 
chief will be responsible, and these 
chiefs will meet annually at a place in 
a native council to discuss such matters 
as interest them, aud make recom­ 
mendations to the administrator and 
council. Native courts will be allowed 
punish minor crimes according to 
native laws and customs, aud every 
provision lias been made to secure to 
int* Samoan population complete inde­ 
pendence aud self-government.

‘ Tliirty-tive governors are appointing 
seven delegates each. In 20 instances, 
the governors, attorney generals and 
labor commissioners will accompany the 
delegates. 
As many members of congress have 
stated their intention to come to hear 
the discussions and asked for seats, 
the committee has decided to invite all 
the members to be present and special 
arrangements will be made for all who 
accept. 
The presidents of 37 national aud 
state commercial, agricultural and labor 
organizations have sent acceptances. 
Au effort is being made to secure the 
attendance at the conference of E. J. 
Smith of Birmingham, England, whose 
phenomenal success in promoting com­ 
bination movements in England is dealt 
with in recent advance sheets of a con­ 
sular report.

AT NEWPORT NEWS.

BOYCOTT SEVERELY CONDEMNED. 


M inister D enounced It and His C ongre­ 
gation Endorsed W hat He .Said—The 
B oycott Q uite S tringent—Cars on Some 
Lines W ere Not W ell Patronized. 


C le v e la n d . July 31.—Notwithstand­ 
ing the fact that big crowds were upou 
the streets there were no outbreaks of 
violence, and apparently very little at­ 
tention was paid to the Big Consoli­ 
dated cars, which ran on all lines on 
schedule time. 
On the South Side aud 
out Broadway to Newburg the cars 
were run practically empty, but the 
East Side lines, especially those run­ 
ning to the parks, were well patron­ 
ized, though they carried fewer passen­ 
gers by far than usual. 
Adjutant General Axline, speaking of 
the fear of the people to ride on the cars 
in certain sections of the city at uigiit. 
said: 
“ This state of affairs is likely to con­ 
tinue for several weeks or months un­ 
less a settlement is reached. 
The only 
way to put a stop to it is to declare mar 
rial law. 
That will require 4,000 or 
6,000 soldiers and every street will be 
patrolled. 
Everybody will be required 
to remain in doors after a certain hour, 
and all who are out after that time with 
out a permit will be arrested. But mar­ 
tial law would put au end to the trouble 
effectually.” 
The only exciting incident on the 
South Side was tile holdup of an ice 
cream wagou by a crowd of soldiers, who 
took from it a four-gallon freezer full of 
cream. They offered money for the 
cream, but the driver refused to accept 
it. 
Business Agent Pratt of the union of 
the Big Consolidated strikers issued a 
statement iu reply to the intimation 
that there was a breach between the 
strikers aud tile employes of the Little 
Consolidated. The latter have organized 
a separate union aud have decided not 
to take part in a smpathy strike. He 
accused certain of the Little Consoli­ 
dated employes of trying to head off a 
strike on those lines, aud he intimates 
that it is unwise to divide the funds and 
energies of the two unions. 
Apparently the 
strikers have the 
Sympathy aud active co-operation of all 
the labor organizations in the city and 
not only are merchants being punished 
for riding on tile tabooed cars, but tliev 
are warned against selling goods to 
other people who do ride, on the threat 
of losing the trade of union men. 
In­ 
stances are given in which druggists 
have refused to sell medicine to people 
who were accused of patronizing tile 
Big Consolidated, aud physicians have 
been boycotted for riding on the ears 
while going to see their patients. 
The boycott is most severe on the 
small dealers who do business on streets 
that are populated largely by union men 
and their sympathizers. * A number of 
these merchants have published adver­ 
tisements offering 
rewards 
ranging 
from #25 to #500 for reliable evidence 
that they or any of their clerks or rela­ 
tives have ridden on the cars since the 
strike began, aud a number of commu­ 
nications have beeu sent to the papers 
by physicians, grocers, butchers aud 
others protesting their innocence of the 
charge of having patronized the railroad 
company. 
The boycott of the troops aroused the 
ire of Adjutant General Axline, who 
declared that there is a state law co 
punish people who interfere with the 
militia. 
He threatened to invoke the 
aid of the law. 
A number of ministers preached on 
the strike Sunday. Last night, at the 
First Methodist Episcopal church, Rev. 
Louis Albert Banks took occasion to de­ 
nounce tne violence that had taken 
place and condemned the proposed boy­ 
cott as highwaymen’s tactics. 
He was 
loudly applauded by the large congrega­ 
tion present, some of the people clap­ 
ping their hands and others pounding 
on the floor with canes. 
When the ap­ 
plause had subsided an aged member of 
the church went forward aud delivered 
a short address, endorsing what the 
minister had said. He then called npon 
all who endorsed the sentiment ex­ 
pressed to arise, and the whole congre­ 
gation stood up aud remained standing 
for some time. 


PEACE CO (FERENCE ENDED. 


W ork D oue D eclared W ise—States Sign 
Conventions. 


T h e H a g u e , ju ly 31.—The interna­ 
tional peace conference met for its final 
sitting when it was announced tthe 16 
states had signed the arbitration con­ 
vention, 15 the other two conventions, 
17 the declaration prohibiting the throw ­ 
ing of projectiles or explosives from 
balloons, 16 the declaration prohibiting 
the use of asphyxiating gases aud 15 
the declaration prohibiting the use of 
expansive bullets. 
A letter was read from the queen of 
Holland to the pope asking his moral 
support of the conference. The pope s 
reply, which was read, promised co-op­ 
eration, recalled the fact that he had 
many times performed the function of 
arbitrator and assured her majesty that, 
Ut spite of his present abnormal Dosi* 
-ara 


tioii, the pope would" continue co seen 
the advancement of civilization. 
Baron de Stual delivered the farewell 
tddress, thanking the representatives 
Af loreign states. 
He said the work ac­ 
complished, while not so complete a s 
nil*;at be desired, was sincere, wise aud 
practical. 
Minister Estouruelles and Dr. Beau­ 
fort followed, the latter saying that it 
the conference had not realized utopian 
dreams, nevertheless it had disproved 
pessimistic forebodings, and the moral 
effect would more and more influence 
public opinion and aid governments to 
solve the question of the limitation of 
arguments, which still remain a source 
of grave consideration for statesmen ot 
all countries.

Kinley will give a reception to Admiral 
Dewey at the W hite House, when the 
latter arrives in Washington. 
It was expected that the management 
of the reception will be very simple aud 
will differ in no important respects 
from regular affairs of that character at 
the White House, except that the ad­ 
miral will occupy a place in the line of 
the receiving party, the president com­ 
ing first, Mrs. McKinley next and then 
the admiral, the introductions being 
made as usual by Colonel Bingham. 
Later on the expectation was that a 
dinner also will be given to the admiral 
at the White House, and the vice presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Hobart, members of the 
cabinet and their wives aud some oth­ 
ers will be invited.

Cleveland, July 31.—N otw ithstand­ 
ing the fact that big crowds were ui>oii 
the streets there were no outbreaks of 
violence, aud apparently very little at­ 
tention was paid to the Big Consoli­ 
dated cars, which ran on all lines on 
schedule time. 
On the South Side and 
out Broadway to Newburg the cars 
were m u practically em pty, but the 
East Side lines, especially those run­ 
ning to the parks, were w ell patron­ 
ized, though they carried fewer passen­ 
gers by far than usual. 
Adjutant General Axline, speaking of 
the fear of the people to ride on the cars 
in certain sections of the city at night, 
said: 
“ This state of affairs is likely to con­ 
tinue for several weeks or mouths un­ 
less a settlem ent is reached. 
The only 
way to put a stop to it is to declare mar 
tial law. 
That w ill require 4,000 or 
5,000 soldiers and every street w ill be 
patrolled. 
Everybody w ill be required 
to remain in doors after a certain hour, 
and all who are out after that time w ith 
out a permit will be arrested. But m ar­ 
tial law would put an end to the trouble 
effectually. ’ ’ 
The only exciting incident on the 
South Side was tile holdup of au ice 
cream wagou by a crowd of soldiers, who 
took from it a four-gallon freezer full of 
cream. 
They offered money for the 
cream, but the driver refused to accept 
it. 
Business Ageut Pratt of the union of 
the Big Consolidated strikers issued a 
statement in reply to the intimation 
that there was a breach between the 
strikers aud tile em ployes of the Little 
Consolidated. The latter have organized 
a separate union aud have decided not 
to take part in a smpathy strike. 
He 
accused certain of the Little Consoli­ 
dated employes of trying to head off a 
strike on those lines, and he intim ates 
that it is unwise to divide the funds and 
energies of the tw o unions. 
Apparently 
the 
strikers have the 
sympathy and active co-operation of all 
the labor organizations in the city and 
not only are merchants being punished 
for riding on the tabooed cars, but they 
are warned against selling goods to 
other people who do ride, on the threat 
of losing the trade of union men. 
In­ 
stances are given in which druggists 
have refused to sell medicine to people 
who were accused of patronizing the 
Big Consolidated, aud physicians have 
been boycotted for riding on the cars 
while going to see their patients. 
The boycott is most severe on the 
small dealers who do business on streets 
that are populated largely by union men 
and their sympathizers. 
A number of 
these merchants have published adver­ 
tisem ents offering 
rewards 
rangin 
from $25 to $500 for reliable evidence 
that they or any of their clerks or rela­ 
tives have ridden on the cars since the 
strike began, aud a number of com m u­ 
nications have been sent to the papers 
by physicians, grocers, butchers aud 
others protesting their innocence of the 
charge of having patronized the railroad 
company. 
The boycott of the troops aroused the 
ire of Adjutant General Axline, who 
declared that there is a state law to 
punish people who interfere w ith the 
militia. 
He threatened to invoke the 
aid of the law. 
A number of m inisters preached on 
the strike Sunday. 
Last night, at the 
First Methodist Episcopal church, Rev. 
Louis Albert Banks took occasion to de­ 
nounce tile violence that had taken 
place and condemned the proposed boy­ 
cott as highw aym en’s tactics. 
He was 
loudly applauded by the large congrega­ 
tion present, some of the people clap­ 
ping their hands and others pounding 
on the floor w ith canes. 
W hen the ap­ 
plause had subsided an aged member of 
the church w ent forward and delivered 
a short address, endorsing what the 
m inister had said. He then called upon 
aff who endorsed the sentim ent ex­ 
pressed to arise, aud the whole congre­ 
gation stood up aud remained standing 
for some time.

All His Fo o d Supplied by the 
Head Jailers and Tasted. 


HIB LIFE ON 
DEVIL’S ISLAND. 


Tortnred In Hla Hot by HI« Co»todl- 
nn«. W ho Endeavored In Every 
W ay to Inflict Poniehment« W lilch 
W'onld Bring on A^vfnl Agonic«. 
Martyrdom on the Sfax. 


In h is prison at Rennes Captain Al­ 
bert Drey fus h as become acq uainted 
with all th e details of bis own tragic 
h istory . Two guardians taste all h is 
food, wh ich is supplied from th e h ead 
Jailer’s table. 
Every day Mme. Drey ­ 
fus Is allowed to visit h im. 
Each 
morning and afternoon Drey fus is al­ 
lowed to walk in th e prison garden. A 
guardian precedes h im and one follows 
h im. Th ey h ave orders to refuse to re­ 
ply to any <iuestions h e may ask th em. 
A military tailor is making th e cap­ 
tain a h andsome new uniform, in wh ich 
h e will appear at h is trial. 
He longs 
to put It ou and assume command of a 
body of soldiers. 
Every room in th e 
local liotel is rente<l lor tlie week of th e 
trial, .\rtiiur M(*yer will pay $15 a day 
for h is room alone, and prices are ris­ 
ing. .Some of tlie witnesses In th e case 
h ave been asked as liigh as $lbO a 
week for a ro<» m. Tlie iengtb of th e 
trial is uiieertaiii. 
Drey fus insists on 
a cf)mf» lete vindication, th en an unlim­ 
ited Imiuiry. 
Th e government wants 
to coniine tlie inq uiry to th e original 
cliarges as reviewed by tlie court of 
cassation, wh ich w’ould end th e trial in 
th ree day s. 
From th e family of Captain Drey fus, 
to wh om h e spoke of th em, th e New 
York World correspondent h as learned 
of th e tortures inflicted on th e famous 
military prisoner. 
After th e degrada­ 
tion h e was embarked and confined in 
th e h old, wh ere th e h eat was more 
th an 100 degrees and th e odors of th e 
boat sickening. 
He literally h ad h is 
food th rown at h im. 
Upon arrival h e 
w’as left four day s in th e h old with th e 
merch andise and w’as not allowed to 
go on deck to obtain a breath of air. 
Th e h eat was stifling, and h e nearly 
died of suffocation. 
On Devil’s island h e was sh ut up in 
a but, suiToundeil by a fence less th an 
20 inch es from th e w’all, barely space 
enough for a man to stand in. Th e 
wall was so h igh h e could not even 
see tlie liorizon. Th e inclosure was 
stiiiing, and scarcely any liglit pene­ 
trated it from above. Drey fus h ad 
h orrible attaeks of sufforatiou, many 
times falling over in a tit of stifling. 
“So mueli 
th e 
better,” 
liis jailers 
would s;iy: “h e will soon be <iead.” 
riu‘ militarli doctor fimilly ordered 
th at .Mir sliould be let into llie iii- 
elosme. 
T1h‘ palisades were raised 
me foot from th e ground, and h is 
itiilers sjiid th e air could “cool h is 
feet.” 
Wh en tlie agittition in France grew 
serious, Lebou sent a terse cable, “Fut 
Drey fus in irons,” 
Th ere were no 
irons. Tlie jailers built a tire, and out 
of rusty miils and old iron forged th e 
(diains. Tlie cliains were full of points 
and slitirp edges. Wh en tliey were put 
ou tlie pristuier, th ey cut into tlie flesh 
and drew blood. Soon gaping wounds, 
into wliicli th e rusty irons pressed, 
tortureil 
th e captain. 
He sutfereii 
great agonies, (iangrene set in. “Wh y 
tun 1 tortured?” h e cried. “You are 
unwortliy of pity ,” growled th e jailers. 
Ueeasionally th ey removed th e ch ains; 
llieii tlie wounds would h eal sligh tly . 
At once tliey would clap on th e ch ains, 
aud I lie wounds would again gape 
open. For two mouth s th e prisoner 
was th us tortured and nearly lost h is 
h ands aud feet. 
Wh en h is family sent h im letters, 
th ey were suiipresseil. He was even 
told tlii'y h ad abandoneil h im. Vile 
food was given to h im, an<l it was 
said tliat it was because ids wife re- 
fuseil to give liim any more money. 
“Ami tliou, ttio, Luciel” lie cried, wh ile 
th e jaih us liml both letters and money 
in th eir iioekets. 
To keep h imsidf from going mad h e 
copied vers(‘s from th e few scieiitiflc 
boeks h e was allowed tt) liave. 'I'h ese 
eopit's were considered dangerous and. 
as possibly h aving a double meaning, 
th ey were suppressed. Hy acTiiient h e 
found a book of Zola’s and wrote a 
commeiitary on it unfavorable to th e 
work. 'I'llis was also seized upon, aud 
h is enemies tried to use it against h im 
with Zola h imself. 
Wh en th e forged Weyler letter was 
found, h is food was rtnluced to th e 
vilest of fare. 
Wh en h e received a 
sunstroke, a fniiuent occurrence, th e 
jailers would pick h im up like a log 
and fling h im ou a bench to recover 
consciousness with out giving h im th e 
attention one pay s to animals. 
Al­ 
th ough h e ch attered with fever, h is 
only treatm ent was to dose h imself as 
best h e could with q uinine h e h ail 
with h im. 
Wh en Oiiillam came into 
power, h e put Drey fus on bread and 
water, 
both 
in 
limited 
q uantities. 
Drey fus say s wh en h e realized th at 
h is jailers wanted h im to die h e deter­ 
mined to live, and h is will eomiuered 
th e body. 
'I'h e voy age h ome on th e Sfax was a 
continiiaiiuii uf th e long nianvrdom. 


His little cabin was .^ur^ocatlng. 
He 
begged for a breath of air, and th e sea 
came to h is aid. Th e waves smash ed 
th e glass in th e porth ole, and h e wa^ 
able to breiith e. 
He was allow’ed but 
two meals a day, and no one was per 
mitted to come near h im or converse 
with h im. 
“As th e day s and nigh ts 
are weary and long,” h e wrote to th » ’ 
lieutenant of th e sh ip, “Captain Dre\ 
fus would be grateful for a* book to 
read.” 
Th e otticer lent th e books h r 
h ad. Wh en h e took h is promenade on 
deck, a tent was spread so th at nonv 
could see h im or talk to h im. 


DINING WITH AGUINALDO. 


Captain Coffin’« Inipre«wlon« of tBo 
Insoraent L^- ader. 
Captain J. W. Coffin, assistant sur­ 
geon of th e Tenth Penm-ylvanias, now 
on th eir way h ome from Manila, wh o 
preceded th e regiment, relates h is im­ 
pressions of Aguinaldo and th e Fili­ 
pinos as follows: 
“ D o I know Agninaldo? Yes; I dined 
with h im once and was 
present at 
Malolos wh en th e Filipino republic was 
proclaimed. 
Major Neff was Tvith me. 
It was last September. 
Wh ile th e 
Americans th ere could not understand 
Spanish , we gath ered enough from th e 
gestures ami wh at w’e could figure out 
th at th e Filipinos would not be satis­ 
fied with any th ing else th an absolute 
independence, and xve all felt th at ulti- 
luately th ey would figh t and we would 
h ave to oppose th em. 
“ Aguinaldo at th e dinner I h ad with 
h im impressed me rath er favorably for 
a Filipino, but candidly I would class 
h im with a Pittsburg bootblack. 
Th e 
pictures of h im publish ed in America 
are good likenesses. 
He is a boy. not 
more th an 26 y ears old, but th rough th e 
assassination of h is fath er, as I under­ 
stand, by th e Spaniards h e is h eld in 
sentimental esteem by th e natives. 
He 
could not speak English , and our con­ 
versation was carried on th rough an 
interpreter. 
“ I wish to relate th is incident of 
Major Neff and myself ; th en I am done. 
Th e h ouses in Manila are built even 
with th e pavements, and th e streets are 
narrow. 
Th e first story in th e best 
h ouses is th e stable, wh ere th e h orses 
and ponies are lodged, and all well to 
do Filipinos h ave plenty of th ese ani­ 
mals. 
Th e upper stories are occupied 
by tlie family , wh ere yon find works of 
art and evidences of oriental culture. 
“ Th e Filipino is fond of music and 
wine. One Sunday a w’ealth y Filipino, 
just befiire h ostilities broke out, invited 
Major Neff and niyself to a ball at h is 
h ouse. 
Wo went, of course, but wh en 
we arrived at th e mansion we were 
ush ered th rough th e stable on th e first 
floor, th e customary entrance. 
Wh en 
we reach ed th e second floor, we met 
th e family and a bevy of dash ing Fili­ 
pino belles. Th e dancing was good, and 
we spent a pleasant day. but 1 will 
never forget th e remark of Major Neff 
as h e wa.s going th rough th e stable, lie 
was not familiar with th is feature of 
Filipino life, 
‘rg li!’ h e said. 
‘Th is 
would be a fine {» lace to be killed!’

Martyrdom on the Slam. 
In his prison at R ennes Captain A l­ 
bert D reyfu s bas becom e acquainted 
w ith all the details of bis ow n tragic 
history. T w o guardians taste all his 
food, w hich is supplied from the head 
Jailer’s table. 
Every day Mine. D rey­ 
fu s is allow ed to visit him. 
E ach 
m orning and afternoon D reyfus is al­ 
low ed to w alk in the prison garden. 
A 
guardian precedes him and one follow s 
him. 
T hey have orders to refuse to re­ 
ply to any questions he m ay ask them . 
A m ilitary tailor is m aking the cap­ 
tain a handsom e new uniform , in w hich 
he w ill appear at his trial. 
H e longs 
to put it on and assum e com m and of a 
body o f soldiers. 
Every room in the 
local hotel is rented for the w eek of the 
trial. 
Arthur M eyer w ill pay $13 a day 
for his room alone, and prices are ris­ 
ing. 
Som e of the w itn esses in the case 
have been asked as high as $100 a 
w eek for a room. 
The length of the 
trial is uncertain. 
D reyfus insists on 
a com plete vindication, then an unlim ­ 
ited inquiry. 
The governm ent w ants 
to confine the inquiry to the original 
charges as review ed by the court of 
cassation, w hich would end the trial in 
three days. 
From the fam ily of Captain D reyfus. 
to whom he spoke of them , the New 
York W orld correspondent has learned 
o f the tortures inflicted on the fam ous 
m ilitary prisoner. 
A fter the degrada­ 
tion he w as em barked and confined in 
the hold, w here the heat w as more 
than IOO degrees and the odors of the 
boat sickening. 
H e literally had his 
food throw n at him. 
Upon arrival he 
w as left four days in the hold w ith the 
m erchandise and w as not allow ed to 
go on deck to obtain a breath of air. 
T he heat w as stifling, and he nearly 
died o f suffocation. 
On D evil’s island he w as shut up in 
a hut, surrounded by a fence less than 
20 inches from the w all, barely space 
enough for a man to stand in. 
The 
w all w as so high he could not even 
see the horizon. 
The inclosure w as 
stifling, and scarcely any light pene­ 
trated 
it 
from above. 
D reyfus had 
horrible a ttack s of suffocation, m any 
tim es falling over in a fit of stifling. 
“So 
much 
the 
better,” 
his 
jailers 
would say; “he w ill soon be dead.” 
The 
m ilitary doctor finally 
ordered 
that air should be let into the in­ 
closure. 
T he palisades w ere raised 
m e foot from the ground, and his 
jailers said the air could “cool 
his 
feet.” 
W hen tile agitation in France grew 
serious, Lebon sent a terse cable, ‘‘Put 
D reyfus iii Irons.” 
There w ere no 
irons. 
T he jailers built a fire, and out 
of rusty nails and old iron forged the 
chains. T he chains were full of points 
and sharp edges. 
W hen they w ere put 
on tile prisoner, they cut into the flesh 
and drew blood. 
80011 gaping wounds, 
into w hich the rusty irons pressed, 
tortured 
the 
captain. 
H e 
suffered 
great agonies. 
G angrene set in. “ W hy 
am I tortured?” he cried. 
“You are 
unw orthy of pity,” grow led the jailers. 
O ccasionally they rem oved the chains; 
then the w ounds would heal slightly. 
At once they w ould clap on the chains, 
aud the w ounds 
would again gape 
open. 
For tw o m ouths the prisoner 
w as thus tortured and nearly lost his 
hands ami feet. 
W hen his fam ily sent him letters, 
they w ere suppressed. 
H e w as even 
told they had abandoned him. 
Vile 
food w as given to him, and it w as 
said that it w as because ins w ife re­ 
fused to give him any more m oney. 
“Aud thou, too, Lucie!” he cried, w hile 
the jailers had botli letters aud m oney 
iu their pockets. 
To keep him self from going mad he 
copied verses from the few scientific 
books he w as allow ed to have. 
These 
copies w ere considered dangerous and, 
a s possibly having a double m eaning, 
they w ere suppressed. 
By accident lie 
found a book o f Zola’s and w rote a 
com m entary on it unfavorable to the 
work. 
T his w as also seized upon, and 
his enem ies tried to use it against him 
w ith Zola him self. 
W hen the forged W eyler letter w as 
found, his food w as reduced to the 
v ilest of fare. 
W hen he received a 
sunstroke, a frequent occurrence, the 
jailers would pick him up like a log 
aud fling him ou a bench to recover 
consciousness w ithout giving him the 
attention one pays to anim als. 
A l­ 
though he chattered with fever, his 
only treatm ent w as to dose him self as 
best he could w ith quinine he had 
w ith him . 
W hen Guillam cam e into 
power, h e put D reyfus on bread and 
water, 
both 
in 
lim ited 
quantities. 
D reyfus sa y s w hen he realized that 
his jailers w anted him to die he deter­ 
mined to live, and his w ill conquered 
the body. 
T he voyage hom e on the Sfax w as a 
continuation of the long martyrdom. 


H is little cabin w as *uiroeatlng. 
He 
begged for a breath of air, and the sea 
cam e to his aid. 
The w aves sm ashed 
the glass in the porthole, and he w as 
able to breathe. 
H e w as allow ed but 
tw o m eals a day, and no one w as pei 
m itted to com e near bim or converso 
w ith bim. 
‘‘As the days and nights 
are weary and long,” he w rote to the 
lieutenant of the ship, “Captain Drey 
fu s would be grateful for a* book to 
read.” 
The officer lent the books hr 
had. 
W hen he took his prom enade on 
deck, a tent w as spread so th at none 
could see him or talk to him.

Captain J. W. Coffin, assistant sur­ 
geon of the T enth P ennsylvanias, now 
on their w ay home from M anila, who 
preceded the regim ent, relates bis im ­ 
pressions of A guinaldo and the F ili­ 
pinos as follow s: 
“ Do I know A guinaldo? Yes; I dined 
w ith him once and w as 
present at 
M alolos when the F ilipino republic w as 
proclaimed. 
Major Neff w as w ith me. 
It was 
last 
September. 
W hile the 
A m ericans there could not understand 
Spanish, w e gathered enough from the 
gestures and w hat w e could figure out 
that the F ilipinos would not be satis­ 
fied w ith anything else than absolute 
independence, and w e all felt that u lti­ 
m ately they would fight and w e would 
have to oppose them. 
“ A guinaldo at the dinner I had w ith 
him impressed me rather favorably for 
a F ilipino, but candidly I w ould class 
him w ith a P ittsburg bootblack. 
The 
pictures of him published in Am erica 
are good likenesses. 
He is a boy. not 
more than 26 years old, but through tile 
assassination of his father, as I under­ 
stand, by the Spaniards he i9 held in 
sentim ental esteem by the natives. 
He 
could not speak E nglish, and our con­ 
versation w as carried on through an 
interpreter. 
“ I wish to relate this incident of 
Major Neff and myself; then I am done. 
The houses in Manila are built even 
with the pavements, and the streets are 
narrow. 
The first story in the best 
houses is the stable, where the horses 
and ponies are lodged, and all well to 
do Filipinos have plenty of these ani­ 
mals. The upper stories are occupied 
by the family, where yon find works of 
art and evidences of oriental culture. 
“ The Filipino is fond of music and 
wine. One Sunday a w ealthy Filipino, 
just before hostilities broke out, invited 
Major Neff and m yself to a ball at his 
house. 
W e w ent, of course, but when 
we arrived at the m ansion w e were 
ushered through the stable on the first 
floor, the custom ary entrance. 
W hen 
we reached the second floor, w e m et 
the fam ily and a bevy of dashing F ili­ 
pino belles. The dancing w as good, and 
we spent a pleasant day, but I w ill 
never forget the remark of M ajor Neff 
as lie w as going through the stable. Ile 
was not fam iliar w ith this feature of 
F ilipino life.

In his prison at Rennes Captain Al­ 
bert Iireyfus has become acquainted 
with all the details of his own tragic 
history. Two guardians taste all his 
food, which is supplied from the head 
Jailer’s table. 
Every day Mine. Drey­ 
fus is allowed to visit him. 
Each 
morning and afternoon Dreyfus is a1 
lowed to walk in the prison garden. A 
guardian precedes him and one follows 
him. They have orders to refuse to re­ 
ply to any questions he may ask them. 
A military tailor is m aking the cap­ 
tain a handsome new uniform, in which 
he will appear a t his trial. 
He longs 
to put it on and assum e command of a 
body of soldiers. 
Every room in the 
local hotel is rented for the week of the 
trial. 
A rthur Meyer will pay $15 a day 
for ids room alone, and prices are ris­ 
ing. 
Some of the witnesses in the case 
have been asked as high as $100 a 
week for a room. The length of the 
trial is uncertain. 
Dreyfus insists on 
complete vindication, then an unlim­ 
ited inquiry. 
The governm ent w ants 
to confine tile inquiry to tile original 
charges as reviewed by tile court of 
cassation, which would end the trial in 
three days. 
From the family of Captain Dreyfus, 
to whom he spoke of them, the New 
York World correspondent has learned 
of the tortures inflicted on the famous 
military prisoner. 
After the degrada­ 
tion he was embarked and confined in 
the hold, where the heat was more 
than IOO degrees and the odors of the 
boat sickening. 
He literally bad his 
food thrown at him. 
Upon arrival he 
was left four days in the hold with the 
merchandise and was not allowed to 
go on deck to obtain a breath of air. 
The heat was stifling, and he nearly 
died of suffocation. 
On Devil’s island he wths shut up in 
a hut, surrounded by a fence less than 
20 inches from the wall, barely space 
enough for a m an to stand in. The 
wall was so high he could not even 
see the horizon. The inclosure was 
stilling, ami scarcely any light pene­ 
trated it 
from above. 
Dreyfus had 
horrible attacks of suffocation, many 
times falling over in a tit of stifling. 
“So 
much 
the 
better,” 
Ins 
jailers 
would say: “he will soon lie dead.” 
The m ilitary doctor finally ordered 
that air should be let into the in­ 
closure. 
The palisades were raised 
olio foot from the ground, and his 
jailers said the air could “cool his 
feet.” 
When the agitation in France grew 
serums, Lebon sent a terse cable, “ Put 
D reyfus in irons.” 
There were uo 
irons. The jailers built a fire, and out 
of rusty nails aud obi iron forged tile 
chains. The chains were full of points 
and sharp edges. 
When they were put 
ou the prisoner, they cut into tile flesh 
and drew blood. 
Soon gaping wounds, 
into which tile rusty irons pressed, 
tortured 
the captain. 
He 
suffered 
great agonies. G angrene set in. "W hy 
ain I tort tired ?” he cried. “ You are 
unw orthy of pity,” growled the jailers. 
Occasionally they removed the chains; 
then the wounds would heal slightly. 
At once they would clap on the chains, 
aud tile wounds would again gape 
open. 
For two mouths the prisoner 
was thus tortured and nearly lost his 
hands aud feet. 
W hen his family seut him letters, 
they were suppressed. 
He w as even 
told they had abandoned him. 
Vile 
food was given to him, and it w as 
said that it was because ids wife re­ 
fused to give him any more money. 
“And thou, too, Lucie!” he cried, while 
the jailers had both letters and money 
iu their pockets. 
To keep himself from going mad he 
copied verses from the few scientific 
books lie w as allowed to have. 
These 
copies were considered dangerous and, 
as possibly having a double meaning, 
they were suppressed. 
By accident he 
found a book of Zola’s and wrote a 
com m entary on it unfavorable to tile 
work. 
This was also seized upon, and 
his enemies tried to use it against him 
with Zola himself. 
W hen the forged Weyler letter was 
found, his food was reduced to the 
vilest of fare. 
When he received a 
sunstroke, a frequent occurrence, the 
jailers would pick him up like a log 
aud fling him ou a bench to recover 
consciousness w ithout giving him the 
attention one pays to animals. 
Al­ 
though he chattered with fever, his 
only treatm ent w as to dose himself as 
best he could with quinine he had 
with him. 
When Guillam came into 
power, he put D reyfus on bread aud 
water, 
both 
in 
limited 
quantities. 
D reyfus says when lie realized that 
ids jailers w anted him to die he deter­ 
mined to live, and his will conquered 
the body. 
The voyage home on the Sfax was a 
continuation of the long martyrdom. 


His little cabin was *\mocatlng. 
H e 
begged for a breath of air, and the sea 
came to his aid. 
The waves sm ashed 
the glass in the porthole, and he was 
able to breathe. 
He w as allowed but 
two meals a day, and no one was per­ 
mit ten] to come near him or converse 
with him. 
“ As the days and nights 
are weary and long." he wrote to tho 
lieutenant of tile ship. "Captain Drc\ 
fus would be grateful for a* book to 
read.” 
The officer lent the books In 
had. 
When he took Ids promenade on 
deck, a tent was spread so th a t none 
could *ee him or talk to him.

C a p ta in (o ffln o ln ip re**ton * o f th * 
I n s u r g e n t L eader. 
Captain J. VV. Coffin, assistant su r­ 
geon of the Tenth Pennsylvania*, now 
on their way home from Manila, who 
preceded the regiment, relates his im ­ 
pressions of Aguinaldo and the F ili­ 
pinos as follows: 
“ Do I kDow Aguinaldo? Yes; I dined 
with him once and was 
present at 
Malolos when the Filipino republic was 
proclaimed. 
Major Neff was w ith me. 
It 
was 
last 
September. 
W hile the 
Americans there could not understand 
Spanish, we gathered enough from the 
gestures and w hat we could figure out 
that the Filipinos would not he satis­ 
fied with anything else than absolute 
independence, and we all felt th at u lti­ 
mately they would fight and we would 
have to oppose them. 
“ Aguinaldo at the dinner I had with 
him impressed me rather favorably tor 
a Filipino, but candidly I would class 
him with a P ittsburg bootblack. 
The 
pictures of him published in America 
are good likenesses. 
He is a boy. not 
more than 26 years old. but through tile 
assassination of his father, as I u nder­ 
stand, by the Spaniards he is held in 
sentim ental esteem by the natives. 
He 
could not speak English, and our con­ 
versation was carried on through an 
interpreter. 
“ I wish to relate this incident of 
Major Neff and m yself; then I am done. 
The houses in Manila are built even 
with the pavements, and the streets are 
narrow. 
The first story in the best 
houses is the stable, where the horses 
and ponies are lodged, and all well to 
do Filipinos have plenty of these ani­ 
mals. 
The upper stories are occupied 
by the family, where yon find works of 
art and evidences of oriental culture. 
“ The Filipino ie fond of music and 
wine. One Sunday a wealthy Filipino, 
just before hostilities broke out, invited 
Major Neff and myself to a ball at his 
house. 
VV e went, of course, b ut when 
we arrived at the mansion we were 
ushered through the stable on the first 
floor, the custom ary entrance. 
W hen 
we reached the second floor, we met 
the family and a bevy of dashing F ili­ 
pino belles. The dancing was good, and 
we spent a pleasant day, but I will 
never forget the rem ark of M ajor Neff 
as he was going through the stable. Ile 
was not fam iliar with this feature of 
Filipino life. 
‘U g h !’ he said.

TO RUN FROM GANTON TO RANNOW.

The proposed American railway line 
in China will, if existing agreements 
are carried out and the line construct­ 
ed. prove an important link in a sys­ 
tem connecting all of Chiua with all of 
the outside world. Railway lines now 
existing, under construction or pro­ 
jected form a great circle, swooping 
from Paris across Germany, Russia 
and Siberia to the Pacific, thence 
southwardly through China, skirting 
the Pacific coast, thence eastwardly 
through Burma and India to the In­ 
dian ocean and Arabian sea, and push­ 
ing thence for passageway through 
Persia to complete the grand circle of 
all the continents of Europe and Asia. 
Recently published statements by the 
treasury bureau of statistics show that 
the Canton-Hankow line, which the 
American syndicate bas agreed to con­ 
struct aud w hich agreement it is now 
asking the Chinese government to con 
firm, stretches northward from Canton 
to Hankow, the principal interior city 
of China, some 600 miles, and that a 
Belgian syndicate has a concession for 
construction of a road from Hankow 
north to connect with the existing line 
now reaching Peking, the capital of 
China; also that the American syndi­ 
cate has an option for the right to con­ 
struct this Hankow-Peklng line pro­ 
viding the Belgian syndicate shall 
omit to take advantage of its conces­ 
sion. From Peking a road will connect 
with the Russian-Siberian line which 
is now under construction to Port Ar­ 
thur, thus making the proposed Amer­ 
ican line an important link in a great 
system which will stretch from St. 
Petersburg by way of Siberia and Port 
Arthur through China to Canton, on 
the coast of China, immediately oppo­ 
site the Philippine islands, only 600 
miles away. 
From westward through southern 
China British interests have projected 
railway lines to the southwestern ex­ 
tremity of China, where they will con­ 
nect with the present railway system 
of Burma and in turn with that of 
India, where 20,<300 miles of railway 
are now In operation. From the west­ 
ern terminus of the Indian railway 
lines at Karachi to the point in Persia 
toward which Russian engineers are 
now’ pushing surveys for railway lines 
is but a few hundred miles, a gap easi­ 
ly tilled whenever British interests 
find it advantageous to encourage di­ 
rect railway intercourse between India 
and the railway systems of southern 
Europe. Thus the proposed American 
railway line In China is to form an im­ 
portant link In what promises to be In 
the comparatively near future a grand 
railway system skirting the shores of 
inercial centers of Europe, measuring 
bringing the orient into direct railway 
communication with all Europe by 
both a northerly and a southerly route. 
This great intercontinental belt line 
will touch the Pacific at Canton, the 
entrepot of the most densely populated 
part of China, at a distance of about 
9.000 miles by rail from the great com­ 
mercial centers of ESurope measuring 
by way of the Transsiberian road, now 
approaching completion. From Canton 
to the Philippines is but 600 miles and 
to San Francisco 6,381 miles and to 
New York by way of a Nicaraguan 
canal, an all water route, but 11,359 
miles. Thus, whether by rail connec­ 
tion or ti e less expensive method of 
transportation by water, the interest of 
the United States in the commerce of 
the orient increases materially with 
the developments of the year and pros­ 
pective developments under discussion 
and serious consideration. 
Interest in the commerce of China is 
Increased materially by the recent de­ 
velopments in regard to transportation 
and privileges of foreigners. A recent 
publication of the treasury bureau of 
statistics shows that over 3,000 miles 
of railway are now' projected in Chiua, 
over 3,000 miles of telegraph in opera­ 
tion, and that by recent action of the 
Chinese government the waterways of 
China, its most Important means of in­ 
ternal traffic at present, have been 
opened to foreign commerce and for­ 
eign vessels. A recent edict announces 
that foreign vessels may navigate the 
streams of all provinces of China in 
which treaty ports are located, and as 
treaty ports are now distributed prac­ 
tically over the entire empire this 
means that foreign vessels may navi­ 
gate the streams of substantially all 
parts of that great country and carry 
with them the citizens of other coun­ 
tries and their products. 
The natural 
waterways of China aggregate, it is 
estimated, fully 10,000 miles in length, 
and this, combined with the proposed 
railway systems w hen completed, will 
offer to other parts of the w*orld com­ 
mercial opportunities of great Impor­

ing thence for passageway through 
Persia to complete the grand circle of 
all the continents of Europe and Asia. 
Recently published statements by tin 
treasury bureau of statistics show that 
the Cantou-Hankow line, which tin 
American syndicate has agreed to con­ 
struct aud which agreement it Is now 
asking the Chinese government to con­ 
firm, stretches northward from Cantou 
to Hankow, the principal interior city 
of China, some 600 miles, and that a 
Belgian syndicate has a concession for 
construction of a road from Hankow 
north to connect with the existing line 
now reaching Peking, the capital of 
China; also that the American syndi­ 
cate has an option for the right to con 
struct this Hankow-Peking line pro­ 
viding the 
Belgiau syndicate shall 
omit to take advantage of its conces­ 
sion. From Peking a road will connect 
with the Russian-Slberian line which 
is now under construction to Port Ar­ 
thur, thus making the proposed Amer­ 
ican line an Important link In a great 
system which will stretch from St. 
Petersburg by way of Siberia and Port 
Arthur through China to Canton, on 
the coast of China, immediately oppo­ 
site the Philippine islands, only 60(4 
miles away. 
From 
westward through southern 
China British interests have projected 
railway lines to the southwestern ex­ 
tremity of China, where they will con­ 
nect with the present railway system 
of Burma and in turn with that of 
India, where 20,(300 miles of railway 
are now in operation. 
From the west­ 
ern terminus of the Indian railway 
lines at Karachi to the point in Persia 
toward which Russian engineers are 
now pushing surveys for railway lines 
Is but a few hundred miles, a gap easi­ 
ly tilled whenever British interests 
find it advantageous to encourage di­ 
rect railway intercourse between India 
and the railway systems of southern 
Europe. 
Thus the proposed American 
railway line in China is to form an im­ 
portant link Iii what promises to be In 
the comparatively near future a grand 
railway system skirting the shores of 
mereial centers of Europe, measuring 
bringing the orient into direct railway 
communication with all Europe by 
both a northerly and a southerly route 
This great intercontinental belt line 
WMH touch the Pacific at Canton, the 
entrepot of the most densely populated 
part of China, at a distance of about 
9,000 miles by rail from the great com­ 
mercial centers of ESurope measuring 
by way of the Transsiberian road, now 
approaching completion. From Canton 
to the Philippines is but 600 miles and 
to San Francisco 6,881 miles and to 
New York by way of a Nicaraguan 
canal, an all water route, but 11,359 
miles. 
Thus, whether by rail connec­ 
tion or ti e less expensive method of 
transportation by water, the interest of 
the United States in the commerce of 
the orient increases materially with 
the developments of the year and pros­ 
pective developments under discussion 
and serious consideration. 
Interest in the commerce of China Is 
increased materially by the recent de­ 
velopments in regard to transportation 
and privileges of foreigners. 
A recent 
publication of the treasury bureau of 
statistics shows that over 3,000 miles 
of railway are now projected in China. 
over 3,000 miles of telegraph in opera­ 
tion, and that by recent action of the 
Chinese government the waterways of 
Chiua, its most important means of in­ 
ternal traffic at present, have been 
opened to foreign commerce and for­ 
eign vessels. A recent edict announces 
that foreign vessels may navigate the 
streams of all provinces of China iii 
which treaty ports are located, and as 
treaty ports are now distributed prac­ 
tically over the entire empire this 
means that foreign vessels may navi­ 
gate the streams of substantially all 
parts of that great country and carry 
with them the citizens of other coun­ 
tries and their products. 
The natural 
waterways of China aggregate, it is 
estimated, fully 10.000 miles in length, 
and this, combined w ith the proposed 
railway systems when completed, will 
offer to other parts of the world com­ 
mercial opportunities of great impor­ 
tance, whether reached-by rail from 
the commercial centers of Europe or

“ I got up aud w ent out," said Colonel 
Ingersoll, "know ing In my b oyish heart 
tha t that was a lie. 
From that day to 
this I have never b elieved in the dog­ 
m a of eternal punishm ent.” 
When, 
however, his father learned of his hav­ 
ing left the meeting, there was troub le 
for Kob ert. 
The troub le took place In 
the b arn, and the instrum ent thereof 
w as a strap In the Rev. Mr. Ingersoll's 
hands, a fte r which there was prayer 
for the guidance of the erring. 
A man who was a fellow passenger 
of Colonel Ingersoll a t the time of the 
occurrence tells b ow tha t fam ous ag­ 
nostic entertained a lot of Methodist 
preachers on a railw ay train In Ulinois 
on one occasion.

ning yarns to the n a rrator of this story 
when the train was b oarded at Vanda- 
11a b y a num b er of the reverend b reth­ 
ren, who had b een attending some de­ 
nominational gathering.

Colonel 
Ingersoll, w ithout revealing his Identi­ 
ty, soon had the entire party hanging 
ab out him enjoying his flow of wit. 
Men laughed till they cried who looked 
as though they had not cracked a 
smile for 20 years. 
At M arshall the 
party left with many expressions of 
regret. 
They all told us who they 
were, w here they had b een, etc., b ut 
Colonel Inger.soll w as not equally con- 
fldential.

Some That Are Told About the 
Famous Lecturer. 


BEGINNING OF HIS AGNOSTICISM.

About the late Colonel Robert G. Inger­ 
soll the following will be read with 
Interest: 
According to Colonel Ingersoll’s ac­ 
count of the beginning of his agnosti­ 
cism, it was due to the speech of a min­ 
ister before a Sunday school. 
Dives 
and Lazarus was the subject, aud the 
minister described the rich man as still 
suffering fiery tortures and in vain 
begging Abraham for a drop of water. 
“I got up and went out,” said Colonel 
Ingersoll, “knowing In my boyish heart 
that that was a lie. 
From that day to 
this I have never believed in the dog­ 
ma of eternal punishment.” 
When, 
however, his father learned of his hav­ 
ing left the meeting, there was trouble 
for Robert. The trouble took place in 
the barn, and the Instrument thereof 
was a strap in the Rev. Mr. Ingersoll’s 
hands, after which there was prayer 
for the guidance of the erring. 
A man who was a fellow passenger 
of Colonel Ingersoll at the time of the 
occurrence tells how that famous ag­ 
nostic entertained a lot of Methodist 
preachers on a railway train In Illinois 
on one occasion. 
The colonel was in 
a very social mood and had been spin­ 
ning yarns to the narrator of this story 
when the train was boarded at Vanda­ 
lia by a number of the reverend breth­ 
ren, who had been attending some de­ 
nominational gathering. 
Immediately 
an acquaintance was scraped. Colonel 
Ingersoll, without revealing his identi­ 
ty, soon had the entire party hanging 
about him enjoying his flow of wit. 
Men laughed till they cried who looked 
as though they had not cracked a 
smile for 20 years. 
At Marshall the 
party left with many expressions of 
regret. 
They all told us who they 
were, where they had been, etc., but 
Colonel Ingersoll was not equally con­ 
fidential. Finally one good old brother 
asked his name. 
Ingersoll handed 
him his card. 
He looked at it and let 
It drop as though It burned his fingers. 
His jaw fell, and he looked as though 
he had seen a ghost. 
M ‘All off for Marshall!’ yelled the 
porter, and they hustled out. 
They 
congregated on the platform, and the 
old man who had dropped the card 
whispered hoarsely: 
“ ‘Brethren, we’ve been a-t^lkin t’ 
.that awful atheist. Bob Ingersoll.' 
' *\ ‘Lord have mercy on us!’ ejaculated 
a ploild brother, as his chiu dropped 
down behind his collar. 
“The younger members of the party 
appeared to rather enjoy the confusion 
of their elders, and as the train pulled 
out I heard one of them say: 
“ ‘Well, men and brethren, they do 
say that the devil is not as black as he 
ds painted.* ” 
, When the war broke out, Ingersoll 
Volunteered, lits political prominence 
gained for him the colonelcy of a regi­ 
ment, but his record in the war was 
not a particularly brilliaut one. Wrhile 
guarding a crossroad in Tennessee 
with a small detachment he was cap­ 
tured by Confederates, his own captor 
being a very young boy. The Con­ 
federate general before whom he was 
taken asked him who was in command. 
Ingersoll said he did not know. 
“You’re a green officer not to know 
who is in command of your forces,” 
said the rebel. 
“I was in command an hour ago,” 
was the reply. “Blamed lf I know who 
la now.” 
The Lniou forces got after the colo­ 
nel’s captors, aud they were so hard 
press*m1 that they turned him loose. 
After getting back to his friends he 
decided that lie had enough of war and 
returned home. 
On cue occasion an Omaha man was 
on his way to Minneapolis, and the 
only occupants of the Pullman were 
himself and a large baldheaded man 
The Oma Ila 
representative was im 
inersed in thought, but not so much 
so as not to see the baldheaded oue 
turn around aud glance at him every 
now and then.

It was during the 
discussion of the subject, “Is Marriage 
a Failure?” and this was the main 
subject to be talked about. 
Several 
men made speeches in which they 
treated the m atter flippantly and tried 
to be witty at the expense of woman­ 
kind. 
Ingersoll listened with growing 
Impatience, and finally bls turn to 
speak carne. 
He was terribly In ear­ 
nest. and what he said caused more 
than one man to weep. 
He struck a 
tender chord in many bosoms when he 
sail!, “The man who says that mar­ 
riage is a failure has never stood with 
his wife and mother at the side of a 
child’s grave.” 
W hatever his faults may have been. 
Colonel Ingersoll could not be called a 
scoffer.

Interest:

Dives 
and Lazarus was the subject, aud the 
minister described the rich man as still 
suffering fiery tortures aud in vain 
begging Abraham for a drop of water 
“I got up aud went out/' said Colonel 
Ingersoll, “knowing in my boyish heart 
that that was a lie. 
From that day to 
this I have never believed in the dog­ 
ma of eternal punishment/’ 
When, 
however, his father learned of his hav­ 
ing left the meeting, there was trouble 
for Robert. 
The trouble took place In 
the barn, and the Instrument thereof 
was a strap In the Rev. Mr. Ingersoll’s 
hands, after which there was prayer 
for the guidance of the erring. 
A man who was a fellow passenger 
of Colonel Ingersoll at the time of the 
occurrence tells how that famous ag­ 
nostic entertained a lot of Methodist 
preachers on a railway train In Illinois 
on one occasion. 
The colonel was in 
a very social mood and had been spin­ 
ning yarns to the narrator of this story 
when tbs train was boarded at Vanda­ 
lia by a number of the reverend breth­ 
ren, who had been attending some de­ 
nominational gathering. 
Immediately 
an acquaintance was scraped. Colonel 
Ingersoll, without revealing his identi­ 
ty, soon had the entire party hanging 
about him enjoying his flow of wit. 
Men laughed till they cried who looked 
as though they had not cracked a 
smile for 20 years. 
At Marshall the 
party left with many expressions of 
regret. 
They all told us who they 
were, where they had been, etc., but 
Colonel Ingersoll was not equally con­ 
fidential. Finally one good old brother 
asked 
his 
name. 
Ingersoll 
handed 
him his card. 
He looked at It and let 
It drop as though It burned his fingers. 
His jaw fell, and he looked as though 
he had seen a ghost. 
“ ‘All off for Marshall!’ yelled the 
porter, and they hustled out. 
They 
congregated on the platform, and the 
old man who had dropped the card 
whispered hoarsely: 
“ ‘Brethren, we’ve been a-t^lkin t’

kind. 
Ingersoll listened with growing 
Impatience, and finally his turn to 
speak came. 
He was terribly in ear­ 
nest, and what he said caused more 
than one man to weep. 
He struck a 
tender chord in many bosoms when he 
said, “The mau who says that m ar­ 
riage is a failure has never stood with 
his wife and mother at the side of a 
child’s grave.” 
Whatever his faults may have been. 
Colonel Ingersoll could not he called a 
scoffer.

At the req uest of tbe New York Post 
tltir Mauila eorrespoud eut Investigat- 
t-d tbe charges of barbarity , lootiug, 
tic, coutaiued in the private letters of 
Kliiit'i’s whiclJ were published in the 
iLiicd 
States 
several 
mouths ago. 
Wriiiufe' 
Manila und er d ate of 
juiie 5, he sets forth the following re- 
tuitH of his investigation. 
lie say s; 
]u the first place, i want to contro­ 
vert the belief that these private let­ 
ters are the best class of evid ence, be- 
cause written without thought of pub- 
iitutiou. 
My ex perience is that the 
UH 't unreliable news published in the 
Vuitt'cl Slates, the most romantic and 
iiuuuMnative, is that contained in the 
privat e letters which thoughtless and 
iujiulicious parents, wives and friend s 
Lave given to tlie press for publica- 
liou. 
They contain ail the camp gos- 
f csp and baseless rumors that circulate 
tijioughuut the army , al! the “hops” 
aud “pipes” tliat constitute the d aily 
topics uf ct)Uversatiou. none of which 
are true in the form in which they 
circulat e and few of which have any 
giuuine found ation whatever. 
Even when these letters d eal with 
tie personal ex periences of the writ- 
trs they are unreliable to a d egree 
fcurprising to one who has not been in 
a position to observe as I have. I have 
read many of them, and 1 am willing 
tu lay it d own as a general rule that 
auy private letter telling of the ex ­ 
ploits of the writer is either greatly ex- 
at'gerated or wholly untrue. 
I have 
¡Dvestigated a number of them and 
found them to be absolutely false, one 
writer cheerfully ad mitting the fact 
tLat he was just •‘stuinn« ' them a lil- 
tJe,” another that he d id not propose 
to let the other boy s get ahead of him 
iu writing about their ad ventures and 
others say ing that they d id not ex pect 
their letters to be printed or they 
would not have written such nonsense. 
It was worse than it is now. for such 
writers have been mercilessly “guy ed ” 
nud “joshed ” bV their comrad es for 
d rawing' the long bow. 
1 know a cap 
tain who lost all d iscipline in his com- 
puuy for a time because of one of 
iLtut' l-uastful letters. 
All such per 
►I'li;» were al un<-e assignt'd to the 
ranks of the “roui;h writers.” 
-Most, if not all. of the w iiteis of 
I'oiistful or blood thirsTv letters are 
who never see the filing li:ie. sjie 
rial d uty men, or the class that strag- 
trlo iu battle. The uien who d o the real 
work are not boastful, nor d o they 
murd er prisoners in cold blood . 
All 
the killing they d o is in the heat of 
battle, and if there has been any kill- 
JLg of prisoners or heli>less wound ed 
it has been by these stragglers and 
eaiup followers. 
One such case I be­ 
lieve to have occurred at Malabon, a 
?oI(1ier having told me that he saw a 
i>pecial d uty man from the Manila 
head q uarters kill a wound ed prisoner 
to whom the men who had d one the 
actual fighting had previously given a 
d rink of w’ater. 
He could not id entify 
the man. and so I d id not investigate 
It further. 
1 know a special d uty man who has 
never sniffed the smoke of battle who 
wrote a letter home In which he said . 
*’We take no prisoners, but kill them 
as fast as we come to them.” and this 
Jetter was puld ished and Is as good 
evid ence as the letter of the Kansas 
ujau who said he killed four prisoners 
ill ord er to join in a rharge. 
I have 
Lenrd of no instance, and d o not be­ 
lieve there has been one, of the d elib­ 
erate killing of a Filipino once taken 
prisoner. 
That we d o take prisoners 
5s proved by the 2.(MK) to .'i.tKHJ that 
have been sent 
in 
from the front, 
nearly all of whom have been given 
their liberty , as well as the humlred s 
tl^at have been released at the front 
faLd never sent to town, among them 
tLen with regular insurgent uniforms 
cn and captured in actual conflict. 
That we d o not kill the wound ed is 
shown by the fact that as many as 
Filipino wound ed have been or 
are now being cared for in our hos­ 
pitals here, being given as good surgi­ 
cal attention as our own men. 
I have 
^i^en sold iers slop while 
ad vancing 
across the lines from which the insur- 
fents have just been d riven and bind 
the wound s of Filipino sold iers 
’^ith their first aid packages and give 
them a d rink from their canteens just 
as carefully as they had but recently 
^one for their own comrad es who fell 
the same contest 
'^hen the situation Is und erstood , It 
il be seen that there has been but 
opportunity to take prisoners. 
^*t.ce in nearly every encounter ail un 
'Injured Filipinos have been able :<■ 
tiscape. 
We have not been able to coi- 


oer them anu compel a surremier a: 
any time ex cept In a few isolate« ! 
cases. 
The largest number capture« ! 
at any one time was 37 4 . sent In b.' 
the Washington regiment from !*asi.; 
at the 
time Wheaton’s 
fly ing 
<oi 
umn swept through that region. 
Thes< 
men ha<l no arms when captured an* 
claimed to l)e “amigos.” but their i<leti 
tity as soUlier« ! was fully established l*> 
the fact that they promptly fell into 
line when ord ered to d o so. the non 
commissioned otticers in the rear. C\>m 
paratively fe v even of the wound « *.l 
or d ead of tho enemy have fallen into 
ou» ’» nnd s owing to their custom of 
caii.\iug them from the fleUl as soon 
as hit, their work in this respect be­ 
ing even better than our own. because 
their army is better organizeil for that 
purpose. 
The Filipinos have not enough rifles 
to arm the Tu.uk .» or more men on their 
rolls, and so with each bod y of rifle­ 
men there goes a bo<ly of bolo men. 
The bolo is the genuine native weapon, 
a long, wid e blad ed knife, tapering to 
a p« tint an<l ground sharp ou the ed ge. 
It is carried in a leather or wood en 
•;heath at the sid e. 
The natives are 
q uite skilled in its use and in a han<l 
to hand conflict or in a street riot could 
d o much ex ecution with it. They orig­ 
inally ex pected these bolo men would 
slaughter the Americans by tlie thou- 
santls, but, in fact, there have been 
but few opi>ortuniti< s for them even 
to attt‘Uipt the use of this ui:iy weai>- 
on. 
They have too wholesome a Tear 
of coming into close q uarters with 
the American sold iers, since their sad 
e.\i)erience of the attack upon Manila, 
♦o rend er the bolo a practicable weap­ 
on in this war. 
However, useless as 
these bolo mc'U are for otiensive pur­ 
poses. tney are alway s on hand in the 
lienches to carry the d ead and wound - 
(*d to the rear and to keep their guns 
and ammunition from falling Into our 
hand s. 
As soon as a man is killed or wound ­ 
ed he is placed on a bamboo litter or 
taken between two men and carried at 
once to the rear, while his gun and car­ 
trid ges are seized by a bolo man, who 
becomes at once transformed into a 
rifleman. 
In this way a regiment of a 
thousand men with “fusils” and 4 00 
with bolos can keep a thousand rifles 
in action all the time, even after 200 or 
300 men have been hit. This accounts 
for the comparatively few rifles we 
have captured and the really small 
nunjber of wound ed and d ead that fall 
into our hand s. 
Only those who fall 
d uring the last minutes of a fight, 
when the enemy is hastily fleeing to 
places of safety or to trenches farther 
back, are left, and I have seen fleeing 
men stop and rush back to grasp the 
guns of men who fell in these head ­ 
long flights and carry them away in 
safety . 
It is easily seen that but few 
iu’is(» ners can be captured und er such 
circumstances, the enemy almost in­ 
variably d eserting their trenches be­ 
fore our lines reach them. 
However, 
occasionally small grou|)s have been 
surprise<l and captured , and I have 
never heard of a case of this kind 
where the nativ(*s were killed if they 
oflen‘d to surrend er. 
'I'he talk of taking no prisoner.s, 
which was q uite i)revalent in Fel» ru- 
ary . and from which these blood thirsty 
special d uty men received their im- 
p n‘ssions an<l Inspirations, grew out of 
incid ents of the first week of fighting 
around Manila. 
There were q uite a 
number of cases where wound ed Fili­ 
pinos shot our men after our lines had 
passed over them. 
They play ed pos­ 
sum until they saw a good opportunity , 
and then tried to kill an American, 
either with their guns of bolos. 
This 
not only angered our men, but mad e 
them afraid to leave wound ed Filipi­ 
nos on the ground behind them. 
During that week 1 freq uently heard 
It asserted that the word had been 
sent out for the Eighth army corps to 
take no more prisoners, but there nev­ 
er was any truth In the statement. 
It 
all grew out of the freq uent assertions 
of our men and officers in the line that 
they would take no more chances with 
wound ed Filipinos and wouhl leave 
only d ead men behind them when they 
charged and captured the enemy ’s line. 
There is no d oubt that at this peri<Mj 
of the war some Filijiinos who had 
previously been wound e<l were again 
shot or bay oneted by our men in the 
heat of the strife as they rushed over 
the en em y 's trenches, but I have y et 
to learn of a single instance where a 
j 
prisoner onc< 
or not. was subsetiuently killed ex cept 
in the Malabon incid ent previously 
mentioned . 
As to the Kansas incid ent of four 
prisoners being shot after an ottlcer 
had called attention to the ord ers to 
take no prisoners, I believe it to be 
pure fiction and that the writer of the 
letter, if his rei-ord were looked up, 
would prove to be what is called here 
a “cold footer,” either a sijecial d uty 
man, who steals away from head q uar­ 
ters to follow up the firing line ami 
see what he can find , or a straggler 
who falls out of the line at the first 
sound of the firing and follow« along 
at a safe d istance in search of spoils. 
Such men may have the moral turpi­ 
tud e to kill prisoners or wound ed , for 
such men have <lone it in e\ery vvar 
since the child ren of men first met to­ 
gether in battle, but 1 have lived with 
the sold iers of the Fiirhth army corps 
for a y ear, 1 have share<l their bed s 
and their food . 1 know their moolis 
aiid sciitiinent» , and 1 kiiO'V that tLe 


genuine sold iers, wno d o the ngnting, 
have not killed prisoners or wound ed 
men after their capture. 
As to the ex pessions “v>otted them 
like rabbits.” “shot them like q uail,” 
» >tc., contained in various letters, they 
are literally true. 
1 have even used 
such ex pressions my self in try ing to 
d escribe how our men fired into fieeing 
Filipinos, not t.oncombatants, but men 
with arm s in their hand s. 
That is 
about the only time we get a gooil 
chance to d o ex ecution among them. 
The usual proceed ing is for our lines to 
d eploy about 
y ard s from the 
enemy and ad vance und er fire, stop­ 
ping at intervals, where cover can be 
found , to pour in volley s. 
In this ad ­ 
vance but little d amage is d one to the 
enemy , because they keep d own pretty 
close behind their trenches. 
But when 
they break cover to run to other 
trenches farther in the rear, or even to 
aband on the tight entirely for the d ay . 
then our men get a chance at them. 
They jump to their feet and fire at the 
fleeing natives as fast as they can. 
If 
near enough, each man picks out one 
of the enemy and takes as d eliberate 
aim at him as he would if he were a 
oounning d eer in the mountains or a 
leaping jack rabbit on the plains. 
Surely this is legitimate warfare. 
During the civil war tiie blue shot the 
fleeing gray , and the gray shot the flt‘e- 
ing blue, and they were brothers. 
It 
Is military to d emoialize the enemy as 
much as possible and keep him on the 
run and prevent a rally when he once 
begins to retreat, 
riie etl'eet has been 
ex eclh‘nt. 
'I'he Filipino veteran now 


there was u o i a house tnai iiau noi 
l>eeii ransacked . 
It wa« current rumor 
that several sums of money had been 
found , one sold ier having d iscovered 
about 
I was told by a saloon 
keeper in .Manila a few d ay s later that 
several soUliers had ex hibited consid ­ 
erable rolls of I'ilipino paper money . 
However, such things must be chiefly 
conjecture, since a sold ier find ing mon­ 
ey would ktH'p very tiuiet al>out It f(» r 
his own protection. 
Only a few cases 
of such find s have come und er my per­ 
sonal observation, and in those the 
amounts were small. 
There were a 
number of houses in I'asig belonging 
to wealthy persons, and it may well be 
that articles worth carry ing off were 
found . 
I know that the floors weri’ 
covered with clothing, much of it ex- 
{►ensive good s that had been thrown 
from ward robes. In one house I wad ed 
knee d eep in elegant gowns of silk, 
satin and pina cloth. The cond ition of 
affairs in Malabon was much the same, 
aiul iu every town entered by our 
triH>ps until the past month, when the 
bppointment of a provost marshal and 
guard has b« ‘en the first act of the com 
mand ing geii(*ral. 
I have seen tine li 
braries scatt« *red about and trampled 
und er foot, many valuable books b(*ing 
carried away . 
I have seen books near 
ly two c<*nturies old in the possessi(» ri 
of sohliers. 
'I'here has been no p<Msonal violem r 
at any time that 1 have seen or heard 
of. 
Only vacant luHjses have becii 
searched . 
Whenever the occupaiif‘ 
have remained inste:id ot fleeing. thc.\ 
have been unimd estcd in eithtT |» ers« in 
begins to sq uirm an« i think of a phice 
property . 
Actually there has been 
of safety oy the time our liiu* gets 
witliin r»<K> y ard s of him. when former­ 
ly he used to remain and shoot at us 
until we w(*re much closer.

The American people can be assurt'd 
that there has been no more killing of 
Filipinos, wound ed or otherwise, than 
the necessities of the case req uired , no 
more than the Hritish have found nec­ 
essary iu Ind ia and the Sud an and the 
French in Anam.

t>een a few sporad ic cases of unneces­ 
sary killing, but those occur in all 
wars and are the result of Ind ivid ual 
turpitud e and not of a general policy . 
While, therefore, the charges of bar­

Eighth army corps are untrue, the 
charges of looting and d estruction of 
property are not. 
In this work the 
volunteers have taken the lead , though 
the regulars are not so far behind 
as their longer and better ed ucation 
in the principles laid <lown in “Troops 
In Campaign” should make them. 
The volunteers have been here the 
longest, they have d one the most fight­

At the request of the New York Po9t 
their Manila correspondent investigat­ 
ed the charges of barbarity, looting, 
etc, contained in the private letters of 
soldiers which were published in the 
baited States several 
months ago. 
Writing from Manila under date of 
Juue 5, he sets forth the following re­ 
sults of his investigation. 
Ile says: 
la the first place, I want to cornro­ 
o t the belief that these private let­ 
ters are the best class of evidence, be- 
cause written without thought of pub­ 


licatio n . 
My experience is that the 
uu 't unreliable news published in the 
VLilted States, the most romantic aud 
imaginative, is that contained in the 
private letters which thoughtless and 
ujudicious parents, wives aud friends 
given to the press for publiea- 
Tliey contain all the camp gos­ 
sip and baseless rumors that circulate 


th r o u g h o u t the army, all the “hops” 
aud “pipes” that constitute the daily 
topics o f conversation, uoue of which 
are true in the form in which they 


c irc u la te aud few of which have any 
genuine foundation whatever. 
Even when these letters deal with 
the personal experiences of the writ­ 
ers they are unreliable to a degree 
surprising to one who has not been in 
a position to observe as I have. I have 
read many of them, and I am willing 
to lay it down as a general rule that 
any private letter telling of the ex­ 
ploits of the writer is either greatly ex­ 
aggerated or wholly untrue. 
I have 
investigated a number of them and 
found them to be absolutely false, one 
writer cheerfully admitting the fact 
that he was just “stinting them a lit 
tie,” another that he did not propose 
to let the other boys get ahead of him 
in writing about their adventures and 
others saying that they did not expect 
their letters to be printed or they 
would not have written such uonsense. 
It was worse than it is now, for such 
writers have been mercilessly “guyed” 
and “joshed” by their comrades for 
drawing the long bow. 
I know a cap 
fain who lost all discipline in his com­ 
pany for a time because of one of 
these boastful letters. 
All such per­ 
sons were at once assigned to the 
ranks of the “rough writers.” 
Most, if not all, of the writers of 
boastful or bloodthirsty letters are 
men who uever see the tiring line, spe­ 
cial duty men, or the class that strag­ 
gle in battle. The men who do the real 
work are not boastful, nor do they 
murder prisoners in cold blood. 
All 
the killing they do is in the heat of 
battle, and if there has been any kill­ 
ing of prisoners or helpless wounded 
it has been by these stragglers and 
camp followers. 
One such case I be­ 
lieve to have occurred at Malabon, a 
soldier having told me that he saw a 
special duty man from the Manila 
headquarters kill a wounded prisoner 
to whom the men who had done the 
actual fighting had previously given a 
drink of water. 
He could not identify 
the man, and so I did not investigate 
It further. 
I know a special duty man who has 
never sniffed the smoke of battle who 
wrote a letter home in which he said, 
“We take no prisoners, but kill them 
as fast as we come to them,” and this 
letter was published and is as good 
evidence as the letter of the Kansas 
man who said lie killed four prisoners 
rn order to join in a charge. 
I have 
heard of no instance, and do not be­ 
leve there has been one, of the delib­ 
erate killing of a Filipino once taken 
prisoner. 
That we do take prisoners 
is proved by the 2.000 to 3.000 that 
lave been sent 
in 
from the front, 
nearly all of whom have been given 
their liberty, as well as the hundreds 
that have been released at the front 
feud never sent to town, among them 
men with regular insurgent uniforms 
and captured in actual conflict. 
on 
bhat we do not kill the wounded is 
shown by the fact that as many as 
SOO Filipino wounded have been or 
are now being cared for in our hos­ 
pitals here, being given as good surgi­ 
cal attention as our own men. 
I have 
seen soldiers stop while 
advancing 
across the lines from which the insur­ 
gents have just been driven and bind 
UP the wounds of Filipino soldiers 
^ith their first aid packages and give 
them a drink from their canteens just 
as carefully as they had but recently 
hone for their own comrades who fell 
:a the same contest. 
^ hen the situation is understood, it 
* d be seen that there has been but 
■ u le opportunity to take prisoners, 
'•tee in nearly every encounter ail un 
•Ljured Filipinos have been able :< 
escape. We have not been able to co;1 


oer them and compel a surrender a? 
any time except in a few isolated 
cases. 
The largest number captured 
at any one time was 374, sent in by 
the Washington regiment from Paste 
at the 
time Wheaton’s 
flying 
col 
umn swept through that region. Th est 
men had no arms when captured an* 
claimed to be “amigos.” but their ideo 
tity as soldiers was fully established by 
the fact that they promptly fell int-* 
line when ordered to do so. the non 
commissioned officers in the rear. Com 
paratively fe v even of the wounded 
or dead of the enemy have fallen into 
oui hands owing to their custom of 
carrying them from the field as soon 
as hit, their work in this respect be­ 
ing even better than our own, because 
their army is better organized for that 
purpose. 
The Filipinos have not enough rifles 
to arm the 71MHHJ or more men on their 
rolls, and so with each body of rifle­ 
men there goes a body of bolo men. 
The bolo is the genuine uative weapon, 
a long, wide bladed knife, tapering to 
a point and ground sharp ou the edge. 
It Is carried in a leather or wooden 
sheath at the side. 
The natives are 
quite skilled in its use and in a hand 
to baud conflict or in a street riot could 
do much execution with it. They orig­ 
inally expected these bolo men would 
slaughter the Americans by the thou­ 
sands, but, in fact, there have been 
but few opportunities for them even 
to attempt the use of this ugly weap­ 
on. 
They have too wholesome a fear 
of coming into close quarters with 
tile American soldiers, since their sad 
experience of the attack upon Manila, 
♦o render the bolo a practicable weap­ 
on in this war. 
However, useless as 
these bolo men are for offensive pur­ 
poses. they are always on hand in the 
frenches to carry the dead and wound­ 
ed to the rear aud to keep their guns 
and ammunition from falling into our 
hands. 
As soon as a man is killed or wound­ 
ed he is placed on a bamboo litter or 
taken between two men and carried at 
once to the rear, while his gun and car­ 
tridges are seized by a bolo man, who 
becomes at once transformed into a 
rifleman. In this way a regiment of a 
thousand men with “fusils” and 400 
with bolos can keep a thousand rifles 
in action all the time, even after 200 or 
300 men have been hit. This accounts 
for the comparatively few rifles we 
have captured and the really small 
number of wounded and dead that fall 
iuto our hands. 
Only those who fall 
during the last minutes of a fight, 
when the enemy is hastily fleeing to 
places of safety or to trenches farther 
back, are left, and I have seen fleeing 
men stop aud rush back to grasp the 
guns of men who fell in these head­ 
long nights aud carry them away in 
safety. 
It is easily seen that but few 
prisoners can he captured under such 
circumstances, the enemy almost in­ 
variably deserting their trenches be­ 
fore our lines reach them. 
However, 
occasionally small groups have been 
surprised aud captured, ami I have 
never heard of a case of this kind 
where the natives were killed if they 
offered to surrender. 
The talk of taking no prisoners, 
which was quite prevalent in Febru­ 
ary. and from which these bloodthirsty 
special duty men received their im­ 
pressions and inspirations, grew out of 
incidents of the first week of fighting 
around Manila. 
There were quite a 
number of cases where wounded Fili­ 
pinos shot our men after our lines had 
passed over them. 
They played pos­ 
sum until they saw a good opportunity, 
and then tried to kill an American, 
either with their guns of bolos. 
This 
not only angered our men, but made 
them afraid to leave wounded Filipi­ 
nos on the ground behind them. 
During that week I frequently heard 
it asserted that the word had been 
sent out for the Eighth army corps to 
take no more prisoners, but there nev­ 
er was any truth In the statement. It 
all grew out of the frequent assertions 
of our men and officers in the line that 
they would take no more chances with 
wounded Filipinos and would leave 
only dead men behind them when they 
charged and captured the enemy’s line. 
There is no doubt that at this period 
of the war some Filipinos who had 
previously been wounded were again 
shot or bayoneted by our men in the 
heat of the strife as they rushed over 
the enemy’s trenches, but I have yet 
to learn of a single instance where a 
prisoner once taken, either wounded 
or not. was subsequently killed except 
in the Malabon incident previously 
mentioned. 
As to the Kansas incident of four 
prisoners being shot after an officer 
had called attention to the orders to 
take no prisoners, I believe it to be 
pure fiction aud that the writer of the 
letter, if ins record were looked up, 
would prove to be what is called here 
a “coldfooter,” either a special duty 
man, who sreals away from headquar­ 
ters to follow up the tiring line and 
see what he can find, or a straggler 
who falls out of the line at the first 
sound of the firing and follows along 
at a safe distance in search of spoils. 
Such men may have the moral turpi­ 
tude to kill prisoners or wounded, for 
such men have done it in every war 
since the children of men first met to­ 
gether in battle, but I have lived with 
the soldiers of the Eighth army corps 
for a year, I have shared their beds 
I know their moods 
and 
year 
their food. 
and sentiments, and i know that the 


genuine soldiers, who do the ngntmg, 
have not killed prisoners or wounded 
men after their capture. 
As to the expessious “potted them 
like rabbits.” “shot them like quail,” 
etc., contained in various letters, they 
are literally true. 
I have even used 
such expressions myself in trying to 
describe bow our men tired into fleeing 
Filipinos, not noncombatants, but men 
with arms in their hands. 
That is 
about the only time we get a good 
chance to do execution among them. 
The usual proceeding is for our lines to 
deploy about 2.U00 yards from the 
enemy and advance under fire, stop­ 
ping at Intervals, where cover can be 
found, to pour in volleys. 
In this ad­ 
vance but little damage is done to the 
enemy, because they keep down pretty 
close behiud their trenches. But when 
they break cover to run to other 
trenches farther in the rear, or even to 
abandon the tight entirely for the day. 
then our men get a chance at them. 
They jump to their feet and fire at the 
fleeing natives as fast as they can. 
If 
near enough, each man picks out one 
of the enemy aud takes as deliberate 
aim at him as he would if he were a 
: oounmng deer in the mountains or a 
leaping jack rabbit on the plains. 
Surely this is legitimate warfare. 
During the civil war the blue shot the 
fleeiug gray, and the gray shot the flee­ 
ing blue, and they were brothers.

is military to demoralize the enemy as 
much as possible and keep him on the 
run and prevent a rally when he once 
begius to retreat. The effect has been 
excellent.

However, such things must be chiefly 
conjecture, since a soldier finding mon­ 
ey would keep very quiet about it for 
his own protection. Only a few cases 
of such finds have come under my per­ 
sonal observation, and in those the 
amounts were small. 
There were a 
number of houses in Pasig belonging 
to wealthy persons, and it may well be 
that articles worth carrying off were 
found. 
I know that the floors were 
covered with clothing, much of it ex­ 
trusive goods that had been thrown 
from wardrobes. In one house I waded 
knee deep in elegant gowns of silk, 
satin and pina cloth. The condition of 
affairs in Malabon was much the same, 
and iu every town entered by our 
troops until the past month, when the 
appointment of a provost marshal aud 
guard has been the first act of the com 
mending general. 
I have seen fine Ii 
bra r I es scattered about and trampled 
under foot, many valuable books being 
carried away. I have seen books near 
ly two centuries old in the possession 
of soldiers. 
There lias been no personal Violence 
at any time that I have seen or heard 
of. 
Only vacant bouses have been 
searched. 
Whenever the occupant- 
have remained instead ct fleeing, thc\ 
have been unmolested in either person 
or property.

aggerated or wholly untrue. 
I have 
investigated a num ber of them aud 
found them to be absolutely false, one 
writer cheerfully adm itting the fact 
that he w as ju st “stinting them a lit­ 
tle,” another that he did not propose 
to let the other boys get ahead of him 
in writing about their adventures and 
others saying that they did not expect 
their letters to 
be printed or they 
would not have w ritten such uousense.

from 
the Manila 
headquarters kill a w ounded prisoner i 
to whom the men w ho had done the 
actual fighting had previously given a 
drink of water. 
H e could not identify 
the man, and so I did not investigate 
it further. 
I know’ a special duty man who has 
never sniffed the sm oke of battle who 
wrote a letter home in w’hich he said. 
"We take no prisoners, but kill them 
as fast as w e com e to them ,” and this 
letter w as published and is as good 
evidence as the letter of tile K ansas 
man who said he killed four prisoners 
iii order to join in a charge. 
I have 
heard of no instance, and do not be­ 
lieve there lias been one, of the delib­ 
erate killing of a Filipino once taken 
prisoner. 
That w e do take prisoners 
is proved by the 2,000 to 3.000 that 
have been sent

from the front, 
nearly all of w hom have been given

Com 
parativcly tv v even of the wounded 
or dead of the enem y have fallen int*' 
out hnnds ow ing to their custom of 
carrying them from the field as soon 
as hit, their work in this respect be­ 
ing even better than our own. because 
their army is better organized for that 
purpose. 
The Filipinos have not enough rifles 
to arm the TU,boo or more men on their 
rolls, aud so with each boily of rifle­ 
men there goes a boily of bolo men. 
The bolo is the genuine native weapon, 
a long, wide bladed kuife, tapering to 
a point and ground sharp ou the edge. 
It is carried in a leather or wooden 
cheat!) at the side. 
The natives are 
quite skilled in its use aud in a hand 
to hand conflict or in a street riot could 
do much execution with it. 
They orig­ 
inally expected these bolo men would 
slaughter the A m ericans by the thou­ 
sands, but, iii fact, there have been 
but few opportunity s for them even 
to attem pt the use of this ugly w eap­ 
on. 
They have too wholesome ti tear 
of com ing into close quarters with 
the American soldiers, since their sad 
experience of the attack upon Manila, 
♦o render the bolo a practicable w eap ­ 
on in this war. 
However, useless as 
these bolo men are for offensive pur­ 
poses. tuey are alw a ys on hand iu the 
frenches to carry the dead and wound­ 
ed to the rear aud to keep their guns 
aud am m unition from falling into our 
hands. 
As soon a s a man is killed or wound­ 
ed he is placed on a bamboo litter or 
taken between tw o men aud carried at 
once to the rear, w hile his gun and car­ 
tridges are seized by a bolo man, who 
becomes at once transformed into a 
rifleman. 
In this w ay a regiment of a 
thousand men with “fusils” and 400 
with bolos can keep a thousand rifles 
in action all the time, even after 200 or 
300 men have been hit. 
This accounts 
for the com paratively few rifles w’e 
have captured and the really small 
number of wounded and dead that fall 
into our hands, 
o n ly those who fall 
during the last m inutes of a fight, 
when the enem y is hastily fleeing to 
places of safety or to trenches farther 
back, are left, and I have seen fleeing 
men stop aud rush back to grasp the 
guns of men who fell in these head­ 
long flights and carry them aw ay in 
safety. 
It is easily seen that but few 
prisoners can be captured under such 
circum stances, the enem y alm ost in­ 
variably deserting their trenches be­ 
fore our lines reach them.

During that w eek I frequently heard 
it asserted that the w’ord had been 
sent out for the Eighth army corps to 
take no more prisoners, but there n ev­ 
er w as any truth In the statement.

all grew out of the frequent assertions

There is no doubt that at this peril**!

As to the K ansas incident of four 
prisoners being shot after an officer 
hail called attention to the orders to 
take no prisoners, I believe it to be 
pure fiction and that the writer of the 
letter, if his record w ere looked up, 
would prove to be w hat is called here 
a “coldfooter,” either a special duty 
man, who steals aw ay from headquar­ 
ters to follow up the firing line am! 
see w hat he can find, or a sn aggier 
who falls out of the line at the tii*t 
sound of the firing and follows along 
at a safe distance in search of spoils. 
Such men may have the moral turpi­ 
tude to kill prisoners or wounded, for 
such men have done it in every w ar 
since the children of men first met to­ 
gether in battle, but I have lived with 
the soldiers of the Eighth army corps 
for a year, I have shared their beds 
and their food, I know 
their moox-s 
and sentim ents, and i know that the 


genuine soldiers, w’tto do the lighting, 
have uot killed prisoners or wounded 
men after their capture. 
As to the explosions “potted them 
like rabbits.” “shot them like quail,” 
etc., contained in various letters, they 
are literally true. 
I have even used 
such expressions m yself in trying to 
describe how our men tired Into fleeing 
Filipinos, not noncom batants, but men 
with arm s in their hands. 
That is 
about the only tim e w e get a good 
chance to do execution am ong them. 
The usual proceeding is for our lines to 
deploy about ‘-'.OMO yards 
from

close behind their trenches.

leaping jack rabbit on the plains,

Surely this 
is 
legitim ate 
warfare. 
During the civil w ar the blue shot the 
fleeing gray, and th** gray shot the f le e ­ 
ing blue, ;t in I they wen* brothers. 
It 
Is military to demoralize the enemy as 
much as possible aud keep him ou the 
run and prevent ti rally when he once 
begins to retreat. 
The effect has been 
excellent. 
The Filipino veteran now 
begins to squirm aim think of a place 
: o f safety ny the time our line gets 
within otto yards of him. when former­ 
ly he used to remain and shoot at us 
I until w e were much closer. 
He fears 
our marksm anship at close range. 
The American people can lie assured 
that there has been no more killing of 
Filipinos, wounded or otherw ise, than 
the necessities of the case re* jill red, no 
more than the British have found nec­ 
essary in India and the Sudan aud the 
French in Anam. 
There may have 
been a few sporadic cases of unneces­ 
sary killing, but tho#se occur in all 
w ars and are the result of individual 
turpitude and uot o f a general policy. 
While, therefore, the charges of bar­ 
barity 
in 
tills

Eighth army corps are untrue, the 
charges of looting aud destruction of 
property are uot. 
In this work the 
volunteers have taken the lead, though 
the regulars are not so far behind 
as their longer and better education 
in the principles laid dow n in “Troops 
In Cam paign” should make them. 
The volunteers have been here the 
longest, they have done the most fight­

natives, 
they

! tion and are, therefore, the most se- 
! vere upon the natives and the least re- 
I gardful of their rights of person and 
| property. 
The orders against looting and bura 
ing are very strict, and burning lias 
been almost stopped and looting much 
i diminished. 
It m ust not be imagined 
that the word “loot” covers much that 1 
is of value, for as our army has ad ! 
vaneed the native population has re­ 
tired and taken with it in most cases 
everything except the bare walls of 
the houses and a few dom estic utensils 
of no value. 
Yet occasionally our ad­ 
vance has been too rapid for this, and 
houses but partly denuded of their 
contents have fallen iuto our posses­ 
sion. 
This w as especially the case at the 
tim e of the attack on Manila, the na 
tives being confident of the capture 
o f the city, and thus fled unprepared 
when our lines advanced. 
In that ad- 
v a n c e ^ v e r y house that fell into our 
possession that had been abandoned 
w as visited by the soldiers aud search­ 
ed for valuables, very few’ of which 
were discovered. 
Most of them were 
then burned, for they hail been the 
hiding places of sharpshooters, arid 
their destruction w as a military neces­ 
sity. 
It is due to the fact that our 
troops were constantly being tired up­ 
on from the w indow s of nipa huts and 
from concealed rifle pits under or near 
them that the custom of burning the 
huts as the line advanced sprung tip. 
The Filipino soldiers do uot live in 
tents, but occupy the houses of tow ns 
aud villages. 
When a town has been 
burned, it ceases to be a nest of insur­ 
gents. 
This has led to the destruction 
o f a number of villages in the vicinity 
of tow ns occupied by our army. 
Our 
garrisons were constantly annoyed by 
night attacks aud bushw hacking until 
they raided these villages, drove out 
the enem y ami sent the houses up in 
smoke. 
After that there w as com para­ 
tive peace in those neighborhoods. 
But to return to looting.

I was in P asig the day 
after its capture, and at 
that time 


there w as not a house to m nan nm 
l*ceu ransacked. 
It w as current rumor 
that several sum s of money had been 
found, one soldier having discovered 
about $1.7*00. 
I w a s told by a saloon 
keeper in Manila ti few days later that 
several soldiers had exhibited consid­ 
erable rolls of Filipino paper money. 
H ow ever, such things must be chiefly 
conjecture, since si soldier finding m on­ 
ey would keep very quiet about it for 
his ow n protection. 
Only a few cases 
of such finds have com e under my per­ 
sonal observation, aud in those the 
am ounts were small.

C h ic a g o , July 31.—Ralph M. Easley, 
lecretary of the Civic Federation of 
Chicago, returned from the east, where 
he had spent two weeks furthering the 
Interests of the coming conference on 
combinations and trusts to be held in 
this city Sept. 13-16. 
While in Washington he arranged 
with the state department for a circular 
of inquiry to the consuls throughout 
E u ro p e asking information concerning 
trade combinations of all kinds. 
In behalf of the committee of ar- 
langements, he extended an invitation 
to the interstate commerce commission 
and the United States industrial com­ 
mission to each to attend in a body. 
Members of Doth commissions write 
that they will favor accepting the invi­ 
tation. 
As the relation of the protective tariff 
to trusts^ will be discussed invitations 
have been accepted by representatives 
ot the Protective Tariff League, United 
States Export association aud the tariff 
reform 
committee 
of 
the Reform 
League of New York aud the Home 
Market club and New England Free 
Trade League of Boston. 
Thirty-five governors are appointing 
seven delegates each. 
In 20 instances, 
the governors, attorney generals and 
labor commissioners will accompany the 
delegates. 
As many members of congress have 
stated their intention to come to hear 
the discussions aud asked for seats, 
the committee has decided to invite all 
the members to be present and special 
arrangements will be made for all who 
accept. 
The presidents of 37 national aud 
state commercial, agricultural aud labor 
organizations have sent acceptances.

DREYFUS AT REHNES. 


All His Food Supplied by the 
Head Jailers and Tasted.

Iii his prison at Rennes Captain Al­ 
bert Dreyfus has become acquainted 
with all the details of his own tragic 
history. Two guardians taste all his 
food, which is supplied from the head 
Jailer’s ta We. 
Every day Mine. Drey­ 
fus is allowed to visit him. 
Each 
morning and afternoon Dreyfus is al­ 
lowed to walk in the prison garden. A 
guardian precedes him and one follows 
him. They have orders to refuse to re­ 
ply to any questions he may ask them. 
A military tailor Is making the cap­ 
tain a handsome new uniform, in which 
he will appear at his trial. 
He longs 
to put It on ami assume command of a 
body of soldiers. 
Every room in the 
local hotel is rented for tile week of the 
trial. Arthur Meyer will pay $15 a day 
for his room alone, and prices are ris­ 
ing. Some of the witnesses In the case 
have been asked as high as $100 a 
week for a room. Tile length of the 
trial is uncertain. 
Dreyfus insists on 
a complete vindication, then an unlim­ 
ited inquiry. 
The government wants 
to confine the inquiry to the original 
charges as reviewed by the court of 
cassation, which would end the trial in 
three days. 
From the family of Captain Dreyfus, 
to whom he spoke of them, the New 
York World correspondent has learned 
of the tortures inflicted on the famous 
military prisoner. 
After the degrada­ 
tion he was embarked and confined in 
the hold, where the heat was more 
than IOO degrees and the odors of the 
boat sickening. 
He literally had his 
food thrown at him. 
Upon arrival he 
was left four days in the hold with the 
merchandise and was not allowed to 
go on deck to obtain a breath of air. 
The heat was stifling, and he nearly 
died of suffocation. 
On Devil’s island he was shut up in 
a hut, surrounded by a fence less than 
20 inches from the wall, barely space 
enough for a man to stand in. The 
wall was so high he could not even 
se** the horizon. The inclosure was 
stifling, and scarcely any light pene­ 
trated it from above. Dreyfus had 
horrible attacks of suffocation, many 
times falling over In a tit of stifling. 
“So 
much 
th*? 
better,” 
Ids jailers 
would say: “he will soon be dead.” 
The m ilitary doctor finally ordered 
(hat air should be let into the in­ 
closure. 
The palisades were raised 
mc foot from the ground, and Ids 
jailers said the air could “cool Ids 
feet.” 
When the agitation in France grew 
serious, Lebon sent a terse cable, “ I’ut 
Dreyfus In irons.” 
There were uo 
irons. The jailers built a tire, and out 
of rusty nails aud obi iron forged the 
chains. The chains were full of i»oints 
and sharp edges. 
When they were put 
on th** prisoner, they cut into the flesh 
aud drew blood. Soon gaping wounds, 
into which the rusty irons pressed, 
torture*! 
the captain. 
He 
suffered 
great agonies. Gangrene set In. "Why 
iun I tortured?” he cried. "You are 
unworthy of pity,” growled the jailers. 
Occasionally they removed the chains; 
then the wounds would heal slightly. 
At once they would clap on the chains, 
and the wounds would again gape 
open. For two mouths the prisoner 
was thus tortured ami nearly lost his 
hands and feet. 
When his family scut him letters, 
they were suppressed. He was even 
told they bad abandoned him. 
Vile 
food was given to him, ami it was 
said that it was because ids wife re­ 
file d to give him any more money. 
"Ami thou, too, Lucie!” he cried, while 
the jailers had both letters ami money 
iu their pockets. 
To keep himself from going mad he 
copied verses from the few scientific 
books he was allowed to have. 
These 
copies were considered dangerous ami, 
as possibly having a double meaning, 
they were suppressed, 
By accident he 
found a book of Zola's and wrote a 
commentary on it unfavorable to the 
work, This was also seized upon, aud 
his enemies tried to use it against him 
with Zola himself. 
When tile forged Weyler letter was 
foil mi, his food was reduced to the 
vilest of fart*. 
When he received a 
sunstroke, a frequent occurrence, the 
jailers would pick him up like a log 
and thug him ou a bench to recover 
consciousness without giving him the 
attention one pays to animals. 
Al­ 
though he chattered with fever, his 
only treatm ent was to dose himself as 
best he could with quinine he had 
with him. 
When Guillam came into 
power, he put Dreyfus on bread and 
water, 
both 
in 
limited 
quantities. 
Dreyfus says when he realized that 
his jailers wanted him to die he deter­ 
mined to live, and his will conquered 
tile boily. 
The voyage home on the Sfax was a 
continuation of the long martyrdom. 


His little cabin was c-urrocating. 
He 
begged for a breath of air, and the sea 
came to his aid. 
The waves smashed 
the glass in the porthole, and he was 
able to breathe. 
He was allowed but 
two meals a day, and no one vias p* i 
mitted to come near him or converse 
with him. 
"As the days and nights 
are weary and long,” he wrote to th* 
lieutenant of the ship, “Captain Drej 
fus would be grateful for a* book to 
read.” 
The officer lent the books in 
had. 
When he took his promenade on 
deck, a tent was spread so that none 
could *ee him or talk to him. 


D I N I N G W I T H A G U I N A L D O . 


C a p t a i n Coffin** I m p r e s s i o n * o f t h e 
I n s u r g e n t L a u d e r . 
Captain J. W. Coffin, assistant sur­ 
geon of the Tenth Penm-ylvanias, now 
on their way home from Manila, who 
preceded the regiment, relates his im ­ 
pressions of Aguinaldo and the Fili­ 
pinos as follows. 
“ Do I know Aguinaldo? Yes; I dined 
with him once and was 
present at 
Maloloe when the Filipino republic was 
proclaimed. 
Major Neff was with me. 
It was last September. 
While the 
Americans there could not understand 
Spanish, we gathered enough from the 
gestures and what we could figure out 
that the Filipinos would not be satis­ 
fied with anything else than absolute 
independence, and we all felt that u lti­ 
mately they would fight and we would 
have to oppose them. 
“ Aguinaldo at the dinner I had with 
him impressed me rather favorably for 
a Filipino, but candidly I would class 
bim with a Pittsburg bootblack. 
The 
pictures of him published in America 
are good likenesses. 
He is a boy. not 
more than 26 years old, but through the 
assassination of his father, as I under­ 
stand, by the Spaniards he is held in 
sentimental esteem by the natives. 
He 
could not speak English, and our con­ 
versation was carried on through an 
interpreter. 
“ I wish to relate this incident of 
Major Neff and myself; then I am done. 
The houses in Manila are built even 
with the pavements, and the streets are 
narrow. 
The first story in the best 
houses is the stable, where the horses 
and ponies are lodged, and all well to 
do Filipinos have plenty of these ani­ 
mals. 
The upper stories are occupied 
by the family, where yon find works of 
art and evidences of oriental culture. 
“ The Filipino is fond of music and 
wine. One Sunday a wealthy Filipino, 
just before hostilities broke out, invited 
Major Neff and myself to a ball at his 
house. 
We went, of course, but when 
we arrived at the mansion we were 
ushered through the stable on the first 
floor, the customary entrance. 
When 
we reached the second floor, we met 
the family and a bevy of dashing Fili­ 
pino belles. The dancing was good, and 
we spent a pleasant day, but I will 
never forget the remark of Major Nett' 
as lie was going through the stable, He 
was not familiar with this feature of 
Filipino life. 
‘Ugh!’ he said. 
‘This 
would be a fine place to be killed!’

One of the packages had be­ 
come broken, and, upon taking a peep, 
oue of th** mail clerks was badly fright­ 
ened at the sight of a skull. 
Two of 
the packages were addressed to Ten 
Mile Village, oue to Waynesburg and 
the other to Dr. J. A. Patterson of 
Washington. 
The skull sent to Dr. 
Patterson is on exhibition at .his office, 
aud he is proud of his unique relic 
from the orieut, says the New York 
World. 
The skull, the doctor says, Is oue of 
the best for anatomical study he has 
ever seen. 
It is well shaped and only 
differs materially from the Anglo-Sax­ 
on type by its low forehead, sloping 
much from the brow. J. J. Martin of 
Company K, who sent the skull to the 
doctor, says it was th at of an insur­ 
gent who was killed on the battlefield 
of Malolos aud, he is certain, was the 
victim of a bullet from the.rifle of oue 
of the Tenth's boys.

The proposed American railway line 
in China will, if existing agreements 
are carried out and the line construct­ 
ed. prove au important link in a sys­ 
tem connecting all of Ckiua with all of 
the outside world. Railway lines now 
existing, under construction or pro 
Jected form a great circle, swooping 
from Baris across Germany, Russia 
aud Siberia to the Pacific, theuce 
southwardly through China, skirting 
the Pacific coast, thence eastwardly 
through Burma aud India to the In 
dian ocean and Arabian sea. and push 
ing thence for passageway through 
Persia to complete the grand circle of 
ail the continents of Europe aud Asia. 
Recently published statem ents by tin 
treasury bureau of statistics show that 
the Cantou-Hankow’ line, which tin 
American syndicate has agreed to con 
struct aud which agreement it is now' 
asking the Chinese government to con 
firm, stretches northward from Canton 
to Hankow, the principal interior city 
of China, some OOO miles, and that a 
Belgian syndicate has a concession for 
construction of a road from Hankow 
north to connect w’ith the existing line 
now' reaching Peking, the capital of 
China; also that the American syudl 
cate has an option for the right to con 
struct this Hankow’-Peking line pro­ 
viding the 
Belgian syndicate shall 
omit to take advantage of its conces­ 
sion. From Peking a road will connect 
w’ith the Russlan-Slberian line which 
is now under construction to Port Ar­ 
thur, thus making the proposed Amer­ 
ican line an important link in a great 
system which w’ill stretch from St. 
Petersburg by way of Siberia and Port 
Arthur through China to Canton, on 
the coast of China, immediately oppo­ 
site the Philippine islands, only COO 
miles away. 
From westward through southern 
China British interests have projected 
railway lines to the southwestern ex­ 
tremity of China, where they will con­ 
nect with tile present railway system 
of Burma and in turn with that of 
India, where 20,000 miles of railway 
are now in operation. 
From the w’est 
eru terminus of tile Indian railw-ay 
lines at Karachi to tile i>oiut in Persia 
toward which Russian engineers are 
now’ pushing surveys for railway lines 
is but a few hundred miles, a gap easi­ 
ly filled whenever British Interests 
find it advantageous to encourage di­ 
rect railway intercourse between India 
and the railway systems of southern 
Europe. 
Thus the proposed American 
railway line In China is to form an im­ 
portant link in what promises to lie in 
the comparatively near future a grain! 
railway system skirting the shore* of 
mercial centers of Europe, measuring 
bringing the orient into direct railway 
coin mu idea r ion with all Europe by 
l>oth a northerly and a southerly route. 
This great intercontinental belt line 
w’ill touch the Pacific at Canton, the 
entrepot of the most densely populated 
part of China, at a distance of about 
9,000 miles by rail from the great com­ 
mercial centers of ESurope measuring 
by w'ay of the Transslberian road, now 
approaching completion. From Cauton 
to the Philippines Is but 600 miles and 
to San Francisco 6,881 miles and to 
New York by way of a Nicaraguan 
caual, an all w’ater route, but 11,359 
miles. 
Til us, whether by rail connec­ 
tion or ti e less expensive method of 
transportation by water, the interest of 
the United States in the commerce of 
the orient increases materially with 
the developments of the year arid pros­ 
pective developments under discussion 
aud serious consideration. 
Interest in the commerce of China is 
increased materially by the recent de­ 
velopments in regard to transportation 
and privileges of foreigners. 
A receut 
publication of the treasury bureau of 
statistics shows that over 3,000 miles 
of railway are now’ projected in China, 
over 3,000 miles of telegraph iu opera­ 
tion, and that by receut action of the 
Chinese government tile waterways of 
China, its most important menus of in 
terual traffic at present, have been 
opened to foreign commerce and for­ 
eign vessels. A recent edict announces 
that foreign vessels may navigate the 
streams of ail provinces of Chiua in 
which treaty ports are located, aud as 
treaty ports are now distributed prac­ 
tically over the entire empire this 
means that foreign vessels may navi­ 
gate the streams of substantially all 
parts of that great country and carry 
with them the citizens of other coun­ 
tries and their products. 
The natural 
waterways of China aggregate, it is 
estimated, fully 10,009 miles in length, 
and this, combined with the proposed 
railway systems when completed, will 
offer to other parts of the world com­ 
mercial opportunities of great impor­ 
tance, whether reached-by rail from 
the commercial centers of Europe or

SOLDIERS’ BIG STORIES. 


Drew the Long Bow In Letters 


Sent Home From Manila. 


BESULTS o f a h in v e s t ig a ti o n .

At the request of the New York Post 
tLeir Manila correspondent investigat­ 
ed the charges of barbarity, looting, 
etc, c o n t a in e d in the private letters of 
soldiers which were publislied in the 
united 
States 
several 
m ouths ago. 
Writing ft'0111 M anila under date of 
June 5, he sets forth th e following re­ 
sults of his investigation, 
lie says: 
]u the first place, I w ant to contro­ 
vert the belief th at these private let­ 
ters are the best class of evidence, be­ 
cause w ritten w ithout thought of pub­ 
lication. 
M y experience is th at the 
most unreliable new s published in the 
t inted States, the most rom antic aud 
Imaginative, is th a t contained in the 
private letters which thoughtless and 
a .judicious parents, wives aud friends 
have given to the press for publica­ 
tion. 
They contain ail the cam p gos­ 
sip a u d baseless rum ors th a t circulate 
t h ro u g h o u t the arm y, all the “hops" 
and “pipes” th at constitute the daily 
topics of conversation, none of which 
are true in the form in which they 


c irc u la te aud few of which have any 
genuine foundation w hatever. 
Even when these letters deal with 
the personal experiences of the w rit­ 
ers they are unreliable to a degree 
surprising to one who has uot been in 
a position to observe a s I have. 
I have 
read many of them, aud I am willing 
to lay it dow n as a general rule that 
any private letter telling of the ex­ 
ploits of the w riter is either greatly ex­ 
aggerated or wholly untrue. 
I have 
investigated a num ber of them aud 
found them to be absolutely false, one 
writer cheerfully ad m ittin g the Tact 
that he was ju s t "sm iling them a lit­ 
tle,” another th at he did uot propose 
to let the other boys get ahead of bim 
in writing about their adventures and 
others saying th a t they did not expect 
their letters to be printed or they 
would uot have w ritten such nonsense. 
It was worse thau It is now, for such 
writers have been m ercilessly "guyed” 
aud “joshed” by their com rades for 
drawing the long bow'. 
I know a cap­ 
tain who lost all discipline in Ids com ­ 
pany for a tim e because of one of 
these boastful letters. 
All such per­ 
sons were at once assigned to the 
ranks of the “ rough w riters.” 
Most, if not all, of the writers of 
boastful or bloodthirsty 
letters are 
men who uever see the uriug line. spe 
dal duty men, or the class that strag­ 
gle in battle. The men who do the real 
work are uot boastful, nor do they 
murder prisoners in cold blood. 
All 
the killing they do is in the heat of 
battle, and if there has been any kill­ 
ing of prisoners or helpless wounded 
it has been by these stragglers and 
camp followers. 
One such case I be- 
1 eve to have occurred a t Malabon, a 
moldier having told me th at he saw a 
special duty m an 
from 
the M anila 
headquarters kill a w ounded prisoner 
to whom the men who had done the 
actual fighting had previously given a 
drink of w ater. 
H e could not identify 
the man. and so I did not Investigate 
It further. 
I know a special d u ty m an who has 
Bever sniffed the sm oke of battle who 
wrote a letter home In w hich he said. 
’ We take no prisoners, but kill tbeiu 
a* fast as we come to them ,” and this 
letter was published aud Is as good 
evidence as the letter cd' the K ansas 
man who said be killed four prisoners 
u order to join in a charge. 
I have 
heard of no instance, aud do not bo­ 
h o'e there has been one, of the delib- 
erate killing of a Filipino once takeu 
prisoner. 
T h at we do take prisoners 
i» proved by the 2,0U0 to 3,000 th at 
have been sent 
in 
from the front. 
nearly all of whom have been given 
their liberty, as well as the hundreds 
that have been released at the front 
find never sent to town, am ong them 
men with regular insurgent uniform s 
od and captured 
In actual conflict. 
That we do not kill the wounded Is 
eLown by the fact th a t as m auy as 
Filipino wounded have been or 
fire now being cared for in our hos­ 
pitals here, being given as good surgi­ 
cal attention as our ow n men. 
I have 
*een soldiers stop while 
advancing 
across the lines from which the insur- 
feuts have ju s t been driven and bind 
up the w ounds of Filipino soldiers 
" itb their first aid packages and give 
them a drink from their canteens ju st 
fix carefully as they had but recently 
’•one for their own com rades who fell 
n the sam e c o n te st 
" hen the situation Is understood, It 
n I be seen th at there bas been hut 
little opportunity to take prisoners. 
“-hee in nearly every encounter ail un 
injured Filipinos have been able to 
We have not been able to cor 


ner them and compel a surrender at 
any time except 
in a few isolated 
cases. 
The largest num ber captured 
at auy one time was 374, sent in Ie 
the W ashington regiment from Pas).: 
at the 
tim e W heatou’s 
flying 
col 
umu sw ept through that region. 
I llest 
men had no arm s when captured ate 
claimed to be “amigos.” but their idea 
tlty as soldiers was fully established bx 
the fact that they prom ptly fell int** 
line when ordered to do so. the non 
commissioned officers in the rear. Coin 
parativeiy fe v even of the wound et I 
or dead of the enemy have fallen into 
out hands owing to their custom of 
carrying them from the field as soon 
as hit, their work in this respect be­ 
ing even better than our own. because 
their arm y is better organized for that 
purpose. 
The Filipinos have not enough rifles 
to arm the 70,1 KH) or more men on their 
rolls, aud so with each body of rifle­ 
men there goes a boily of bolo men. 
The bolo is the genuine native weapon, 
a long, wide bladed knife, tapering to 
a point and ground sharp ou the edge. 
It is carried in a leather or wooden 
sheath at the side. 
The natives are 
quite skilled in its use and in a hand 


genuine soldiers, who do the lighting, 
have uot killed prisoners or wounded 
men a fte r their capture. 
As to the expessious “potted them 
like rabbits,” “shot them like quail,” 
etc., contained in various letters, they 
are literally true. 
I have even used 
such expressions m yself iii trying to 
describe bow our men tired into fleeing 
Filipinos, not noncom batants, but men 
with arm s in their hands. 
T h a t is 
about the only tim e we get a good 
chance to do execution am ong them. 
The usual proceeding is for our lines to 
deploy about 2.000 y ard s from the 
enem y and advance under tire, stop 
ping a t intervals, w here cover can be 
found, to pour in volleys. 
In this a d ­ 
vance but little d am ag e is done to the 
enemy, because they keep dow n pretty 
close behind their trenches. 
But when 
they 
break 
cover 
to 
run 
to other 
trenches fa rth e r in the rear, or even to 
abandon the fight entirely for the day. 
then our men get a chance a t them. 
They ju m p to their feet and fire a t the 
fleeing natives as fast as they can. 
lf 
near enough, each m an picks out one 
of the enemy aud takes as deliberate 
aim at him as he would if he w e re a 
pounding deer in the m ountains or a 
to hand conflict or iu a street riot could ; leaping jack rabbit on the plains. 
do much execution with it. They orig­ 
inally expected th e s e bolo men would 
slaughter the A m ericans by the thou­ 
sands, but, in fact, there have been 
but few opportunities for them even 
to attem p t the use of this ugly weap­ 
on. 
They have too wholesome ti fear 
of com ing into close q u arters with 
the Am erican soldiers, since their sad 
experience of the at tal k upon Manila, 
♦o render the bolo a practicable w eap­ 
on in til is war. 
However, useless as 
these bolo men are for offensive pur­ 
p o ses. tnoy are alw ays on baud iu the 
trenches to carry the dead and w ound­ 
ed to the rear aud to keep their guns 
aud am m unition from falling into our 
hands. 
As soon as a m an is killed or w ound­ 
ed he is placed on a bam boo litter or 
takeu betw een two men aud carried at 
once to the rear, while his gun aud ca r­ 
tridges are seized by a bolo man, who 
becomes a t once transform ed into a 
rifleman. 
Iu this way a regim ent of a 
thousand men with “fusils” and 400 
with bolos eau keep a thousand rifles 
in action all the time, even a fte r 200 or 
300 men have been bit. 
This accounts 
for the com paratively few rifles we 
have captured and the really small 
num ber of wounded and dead that fall 
into our hands. 
Only those who full 
during the last m inutes of a fight, 
when the enem y is hastily fleeing to 
places of safety or to trenches farther 
back, are left, and I have seeu fleeing 
men stop aud rush back lo grasp the 
guns of men who fell in these beail- 
| long flights aud carry them aw ay in 
safety. 
It is easily seen th a t but few 
prisoners can be captured under such 
circum stances, the enemy alm ost iu- 
valliably deserting their trenches be 
fo re our lines reach them. 
However, 
occasionally small groups have been 
surprised and captured, and I have 
never heard of a case of this kind 
w here the natives were killed lf they 
offered to surrender. 
The talk of taking no prisoners, 
which w as quite prevalent in F eb ru ­ 
ary, and from which these bloodthirsty 
special duty men received their im­ 
pressions and Inspirations, grew out of 
incidents of the tirst week of lighting 
around Manila. 
There were quite a 
num ber of cases w here wounded Fili­ 
pinos shot our men a fte r our lines had 
passed over them. 
They played pos­ 
sum nutil they saw a good opportunity, 
and then tried to kill an American, 
either w ith their guns of bolos. 
This 
not only angered our men, but m ade 
them afraid to leave wounded Filip!- i 
nos on the ground behind them. 
D uriug th a t week I frequently heard 
it asserted th at the word had been 
scut out for the Eighth arm y corps to 
take no more prisoners, but there nev­ 
er w as any truth in the statem ent. 
It 
all grew out of the frequent assertions 
of our men and officers in the Hue th at 
they would take no more chances with 
wounded Filipinos and would leave 
only dead men behind them when they 
charged and captured the enem y’s line. 
There is uo doubt th a t at this parted 
of the w ar some Filipinos who had 
previously beam wounded were again 
shot or bayonet (Hi by our men in the 
heat of the strife as they rushed over 
the enemy'* tre n c h e s , but I have yet 
to learn of a "ingle instance where a 
prisoner once taken, either wounded 
or not, was subsequently killed except 
In the Malabon incident previously 
mentioned. 
As to the K ansas Incident of four 
prisoners b e in g shot a fte r an officer 
bad ca Heil attention to the orders to 
take no prisoners, I believe it to bt* 
pure Action aud th at the w riter of the 
letter, lf his record were looked up, 
would prove to be w hat Is called bete 
a " c o ld footer,” either a special duty 
man, who steals aw ay from headquar­ 
ters to follow up the tiring line aud 
see w hat he eau find, or a stiagglei 
who falls out of the line at the first 
sound of the tiring and fo llo w s along 
a t a safe distance In search of spoils. 
Such men ma) have the moral turpi 
tude to kill p riso n e rs or wounded, for 
such men have done it in every w a r 
since the children of men first met to­ 
geth er in battle, but I have lived with 
the .soldiers of the E ig h th arm y corps 
for a year, I have s h a re d their beds 
and their food, I k n o w th e ir moods 
and sentim ents, and I know that m e 


Surety this is legitim ate 
w arfare. 
D uring tin civil w a r the blue shot the 
fleeing gray, and the gray shot the flee­ 
ing blue, and they w ere brothers, 
It 
Is m ilitary to dem oralize the enemy as 
much as possible and keep him ou the 
run and prevent si rally when he once 
begins to retreat. 
T he effect 1ms been 
excellent. 
T he Filipino veteran now 
begins to squirm a n a think of si place 
of safety ny the time our line gets 
within 500 yards of him, when form er­ 
ly he used to rem ain and shoot sit us 
until we were much closer. 
Ile fears 
our m arksm anship sit close range. 
The A m erican people can be assured 
th at there has been no more killing of 
Filipinos, wounded or otherw ise, than 
the necessities of the case required, no 
more than the British have found nec­ 
essary in India and the Sudan aud the 
French in Anam. 
T here may have 
been a few sporadic cases of unneces­ 
sary killing, but those occur in all 
w ars aud are the result of individual 
turpitude and uot of a general policy. 
While, therefore, the charges of b ar­ 
barity 
In 
this 
respect against the 
E ighth arm y corps are untrue, the 
charges of looting aud destruction of 
property are uot. 
in this work the 
volunteers have taken the lead, though 
the regulars are not so fa r behind 
as their longer and better education 
in the principles laid down in “Troops 
In C am paign" should m ake them. 
The volunteers have been here the 
longest, they have done the most fight­ 
ing. they have suffered the most from 
the treachery 
of the 
natives, 
they 
best understand the “am igo” p ro p o s i­ 
tion and are, therefore, the most se­ 
vere upon the natives and the least re* 
ga rdf ul of their rights of person aud 
property. 
The orders against looting and burn 
lag are very st riot, aud burning has 
been alm ost stopped ami looting much 
dim inished. 
It m ust not be imagined 
that the word "loot” covers much that 
is of value, fo r as our arm y has ad 
vanced the native population has re­ 
tired and takeu w ith It in most cases 
everything except the bare walls of 
the houses and a few domestic utensils 
of no value. 
Yet occasionally our a d ­ 
vance has been too rapid for this, and 
houses but partly denuded o f their 
contents have fallen luto our posses­ 
sion. 
This was especially the case a t the 
tim e of the attack on Manila, the na 
fives tieing confident of the capture 
of the city, and thus tied unprepared 
w hen our lines advanced. 
In th at a d ­ 
vance^? very house th at fell into our 
possession that had liven abandoned 
w as visited by the soldiers aud search­ 
ed for valuables, very few of which 
were discovered. 
Most of them were 
then burned, for they had been the 
hiding placet of sharpshooters, ami 
their destruction w as a military neces­ 
sity. 
It is due to the fact th at our 
troops were constantly tieing fired up­ 
on from the windows of nips huts and 
from concealed rifle pits under or near 
them th at the custom of burning the 
huts as the Hue advanced spri ng up. 
T he Filipino soldiers do uot live In 
tents, but occupy the houses of tow ns 
an d villages. 
When a town has been 
burned, It ceases to be a nest of insur­ 
gents. 
This has led to the destruction 
I of a num ber of villages in the vicinity 
of tow ns occupied by our arm y. 
Our 
garrisons were constantly annoyed by 
night attack* aud bushw hacking until 
they raided these villages, drove out 
the enem y aud sent the houses up iu 
smoke. 
A fter that there was co m p ara­ 
tive peace in those neighborhoods. 
B ut to return to looting. 
As I said 
before, every house w as entered, aud 
if an y th in g had been left by the fo rm ­ 
er occupants it w as thoroughly over­ 
hauled. 
n o th in g was snatched out of 
bureaus aud scattered over the floor in 
search of valuable*. 
Boxes were brok­ 
en open. 
Suspicious m ounds in back 
yard s w ere dug into. 
Cisterns were 
probed and bam boo thickets w ere In­ 
spected. 
Often «a« hes of clothing, 
Crocker)’, books, etc., were discovered, 
aud their contents scattered In the 
search 
for 
valuables, 
very 
few of 
which were found. 
Probably the tw o 
richest places, because the most h asti­ 
ly abandoned, were the cities of I’a-lg 
and l l als bon, 
I 
Pasig the day 
a f te r Its capture, and at th at time 


there w as not it house tn n i nan tun 
Iteeu ransacked. 
It w as current rum or 
th a t several sum s of money had been 
found, one soldier having discovered 
about $1,500. 
I w as told by a saloon 
keeper in Manila a few d ay s later that 
several soldiers had exhibited consid­ 
erable rolls of Filipino paper money. 
However, such things m ust lie chiefly 
conjecture, since a soldier finding m on­ 
ey Would keep very quiet about it for 
his ow n protection. 
Only a few cases 
of such finds have com e under my per­ 
sonal observation, and in those the 
am o u n ts w ere small. 
T here were a 
num ber of houses in Pasig belonging 
to w ealthy persons, and it may well be 
th at articles worth carrying off were 
found. 
I know th a t the floors were 
covered w ith clothing, m uch of it ex­ 
pensive goods th at had been throw n 
from w ardrobes. In one house I waded 
knee deep in elegant gow ns of silk, 
satin and pitta cloth, 
'l he condition of 
affairs in Malabon w as m uch the same. 
and in every town entered by our 
troops until the past m onth, when the 
appointm ent of a provost m arshal and 
guard has beeu the first act of the com 
m ending general. 
I have seen fine ii 
brnrles scattered about and trampled 
under foot, m any valuable books being 
carried aw ay. 
I have seen books near 
ly tw o centuries old in the possession 
of soldiers. 
There has been uo personal violent * 
a t any tim e that I have seen or heard 
of. 
Only 
vacant houses have been 
searched. 
W henever the 
occupant? 
have rem ained Instead of fleeing. thc.\ 
i have been unmolested in either person 
«>r property. 
Actually there has been 
but little property taken. 
More ha" 
been dam aged or destroyed than car 
rled aw ay.
